Thus I chufe to falute You by the Title given 
to You by the People, fot flirc there is fome.-^ 
thing more glorious in the Honour conferr'd by 
them, than in thofe conferred even by Princes. 
— Princes fometimes beftow Titles according 
to Humour or Caprice, nay, often to take a 
Sum out of the Pocket of a Fool in order to put 
it into the Pocket of a Favourite ; but all thofe 
Dignities and Appellations which come from the 
People, muft be purchafed by the Merit of Pub- 
lick Adions : Thus Manlius came to be falutcd 
by the Sirname of Cafitolinus^ and Scipio by that 
ox Africanus 'y like them. You f/fffi' J Your Title 
before it was conferred upon You 5 the People, 
ever niggard of their Honours, kept it long 
back, till, by a Series of the fame w(/<r Conduct 
You had, in a Manner, forced it from them. 

And now, methinks, a moft copious Subjedfc 
for Panegyrick prefents itfelf before me, and 
fure a Dedication cannot make its Appearance 
with any Decency in the World, witlx)ut fome- 
thing of Encomium 5 however, I count myfelf 
happy in one Thing, that, when I praife You, 
I fhall not be afraid of offending Your Modefty 5 
and therefore I have been fearching Hiftory for 
fome very fhinine CharaAer to which to com- 
pare You, and it my Cbmparifon ftiould not be 
altogether equal, it cannot, however, leilen 
You^ to be fliewn greater than another, fo that 
I have made Choice of Cardinal I(ichtieu, I may 
fay, only to be your Foil. 

Poubtl«f$ 
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ttotitdels there is fomcchtng in your Life and 
CtiaraAer very Ufce, is well aS fomething very 
Unlike thofc ot this Great Man ; but where You 
^ificr, the Advantage wiH appear infinitely on 
Your Side.- — The Hiftorians of France highly 
^tol this Mintfter for the Change he wrought 
in the foreign and d<nneftick Affairs of his Coun- 
try, and in their vain-glorious Way of exj refllng 
thcnifelves, make Ufe of this Hyperbole, That 
he aher*d the Condition pf more than twenty 
Millions of People. — I will venture to aflert, 
that You have brought about as great a. Change 
hi the foreign and domeftick Affairs of Your 
Coumry, and, without the leaft Hyperbole, we 
may maintain, that You have alter'd the Condi- 
tion of Your Minions as well as he. — So far 
riiere is a RefemHance ; but in what fdlows. 
You diflcr — His Schemes oftien brought the 
Lives of his Fellow SubjecJb into Danger ; but 
Yours hajj^ tended to prefervc the Lives of 
Yours — ^ lie encoiirag'd, nay, tempted the ad- 
venturous unwary Merchant (by tmowing that 
alluring iBait callM Gain before him) to hazard 
Rocks and Tempefts, and range about the Globe j 
but You have cured that dangerous Itch in 
Numbers of Your Countrymen, and many a 
tall VeiTel that was wont to be the Sport df 
Winds, now refts its weary Bones upon feme 
foft Bed of Ouze, there to moulder by a gentle 
Decay, rather than again tempt the faithlefs 
Ocean — ; His turbulent Projcdt pcrplcx'd and: 
cimbarrafs'd his neighbouring Nations ; Your 
liiUder Councils have had no fuch mifchicvcus 
Confequence, and no Country has been cmbar- 

A 3 rafs'd 
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rafs*d by them, except Your own — His Con- 
duA encreas'd the Vanity of his Countrymen, 
Yours has had a mpre moral EffcA, it has hum- 
bled the Pride of Yours — The utmoft of his 
Policy was to gain the Hearts of his Fellow 
Subjects ; but Your wiier Maxim has been to 
gain what is infinitely of greater Value, their 
Purfes — He had many Friends at Home; but 
then he had as many Enemies Abroad ;• You cer- 
tainly muft have had many Friends Abroad, but 
You had many Enemies at Home — Every De- 
fign, every Motion of his made the Enemies of 
his Country tremble ; Ev«y Dcfign, every Motion 
€f Yours iuve made the Enemies of Your Coun- 
try laugh. 

This Great Man is faid to. have been the very 
Jdq^of VocxSf Orators, and Philoibphers ; You 
have been an Idol too, but it has been of Per- 
fons of a very different Charadtier — of Men who 
were nothing a-kin either to Poets, Orators, or 
PhUofophers ; to fuch You open'd Tdur Doors, 
nay. Your Hean, and fure the Icfs they were 
entitled to anylEncouragement the greater was 
Your Goodnefs in beftowing it upon them. — 
fortune, who is blind herfelf, often favours the 
Blind^ and You, who have been Fortune^s Mi- 
nion, have imitated the Example of Your Bene- 
fa&refs, by confining your Favours to thofe to 

whom nature had deny'd hers the Itnlian 

Proverb fays, Chi non ha, non /, He that does 
vot fojfefs fomething^ cannot be faid to live '^ and 
You have put that into the Pockets of the Per- 
fons here aefcrib'd, without which they wou^d 
fcarce be allowed the Mame of Men, nay, more, 

Yoa 
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You gave them Place and Preferment, You fet 
them up in View to the World, by committing 
Things of the greateft Weight and Importance 
to x&ir Management, and were the Firft who 
difcoverM that extraordmary Secret, that heavy 
A&irs ought to be managM by heavy Heads — 
O Thou the Great Macenas of the Ignorant and 
the Stupid, the Fbol has always found in Thee 
a Patron^ and even the Knave a Friend, and np. 
diin^ has gone from Thee vncewarded except 
Ment ! 

But yet I am apprehenfive, that Pofteri^ may 
not do Tuftice to Your Character ; I fear it will 
not be Deliev^d hereafter, that one Man fhould 
live to perforni fo many Adions all of a Piece ; 
^md if the Generation to come fhould compute 
Your Years by Your Blunders, they will cdi- 
dude, that You livM at leaft to the Age of one 
of the old Patriarchs; but if tfaefe Papers fliould 
go down CO thofe Times, I will defire Pofterity.

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*>f Ju^igcfi upon tlic Bench : They Knerally be- 
haved with great Coolnefs and Mo^^ration, and 
didinguiilied themfelves by a peculiar Sign of Sa- 
gacity, which was of finding out the Merits of the 

Caufe^ by fleeping over the whole Tryal. Nor 

• . mnft we omit taking Notice, tliat many of them 
have had the Honour to fit in Parliaments, where 
they were remarkable . for their Taciturnity, that 

freat Mark of human Wilclom. And I have often 
eard it fpoke to the great Praife of our Kinfinan 
Francis Fajgr^ Efq; of fhi^'Hall in the Fens^ that he 
lerv'd his Country in fcvcral Parliaments for Thirty 
■ two Years iuccelfively, in which 'J'ime he never 
•was abfent a Day from tlie Bufincls of the Nation,, 
while the Kouie /at, and never once open'd. his Lips 
there. ■■ The Mfs have been dilj'^ers'd m 

^eral Countries The Scotch Mfir^'w^rc a very 
antient Family, and u(ed formeHy to be extremely 
troublclbme to the Engli/b^ wlien wc invaded 
Scotland \ from thence it became a By- Word to fay> 
that a Sceteh Mift wilt go to an Exi^liihmanV Sikln ; 
/or it f^rasy they were always c\o& at the Backs of 
the Enghjb, I can*t iky whether they are deicended 
from us, or we from them ; however, wc call 
^ Coufins, But there is a Perfon wbofe Name is U^ill 
fif the JViffy alias. Jack o'the Lanthontj who pre- 
cends to be related to us, becaufe he was born upon 
iome of our Lands, being i{>rung up from a Fenj^ 
in a hot Day ; but he is a raking v agabond Fellow, 
that takes Pleafure in leading People out of their 
Way, and throwing them into Ditches at Night, 
fo that we never own*d him to be. of our 
Family ; the Truth on't is, none of us were ever 
addifted to thofe Monkey Tricks : All that can be 
faid of us, is, that we were (what they call in the 
Country) honcfl: /wi^jr Pellows ; yet great Lovers of 
a dry yoke.

It is no doubt, but that all Peribns of Honour 
win a^e in fo generous a Sentiment, but it is 
Something ftrange, that after what he has deliver'd 
upon thatSubje6t, he ihould himielf incur the Gen- 
iiire of falling into the Vice he has lb freely con- 
demn'd. 

To- maM mylelf a little better underftood, I 
.muft take Notice, that the afore&id Gentleman 
lately e ave us an ExtraA from a certain Pamphlet, 
which he would infinuate to be written by a certain 
mat Man, now living : This is the groundlf is In-

henfion of Want, or the leaft Diffidence of Plenty » 
or Encreafc of Trade, for thofe who ipeak and 
write for the Miniftry, are always congratulating 
the People on their happy Situation and flourifliing 
'State : Not from Negligence or Supinels in our Spi- 
ritual Guides, for there never was a greater Store of 
Charity Sermons, by the unMgntfied Cltt^mc^vi at

dare fcarce fend this by my Servant to the Poft-Q^ 
ficc, lerf the Avarice for the Penny iliould interrupt 

the 0)nveyancc of my Letter. We leem to waAt 

new Arts to detedt them, new Jay Is to fecure dieni, 
and new Punifliments to correo: them. —The 
ySw«r alone remains iblitary and defblate : That 
honourable Priibn is refcrv'd for iUuJhious Scekrates. 
Traps are (et in Warrens for Weazcls and Pole- 
Cats, Farmers keep Foxes chain'd in their Yards, 
the vower only is the Den for Lions ; and perhaps

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Poftcrity may ice the Day, when our common Jayls 
will not be more crowded with publick RMers^ than 
the Tower with RMers of the Publicky for fiire it 
cannot happen in our Days. ■ But if it ihould 

fail out otherwiie, beware how you lafh inch Lions, 
be fure their Tusks are drawn, and even their Paw^ 
lop'dy for ihould their Claws be only pared, thev 
may grow again, and.^ be fo much fnarper; for if 
we look into Hiftory, I don't doubt, but we may 
taect with Inftances, where auguft Senates Jiave 
coudemn'd Men to Jayls, for notorious Bribery and 
Cofmft'wny whom fucceeding Senates have extoH'd 
and reverenc'd, with infinite Tuftice no doubt; for 
it is probable, the Wprld micht be as well iatisjfied 
of their being innocent of me Crimes before the 
ignominious Sentence, as they were convinc'd of 
it afterwards; and if fb, it is probable they might 
per&vere in a Condudb which prov'd fb fuccefsnil 
to them. 

Be it your Maxim to revere all Men in Power. — .

and Wifdom. 1 have liv*d fong, and feen many 

Changes at Court in our own Country ; and I never 
yetfaw a firft Minif^er, who became not infbntly 
the ableit and wifeft Man of the Nation. 

To obferve no higher than the Revolution ; I well 
remember the Power and Influence of the late Earl 
of H^ , his Ingenuity, his Munificence, nay, 
even his Excellence in Foetry^ PatMlets^ and De^ 
elicatiotiSi will, as long as they lau, tranfinit his 
Kameto Futurity; but he was totally cclips'd by 
the confiimmate Prudence, the Oeconomy and Ap- 
plication of the late Earl of G , a jgreater Genius 

appear*d in the late Earl of O </, ms Friends ex- 

toll'd his^ Dexterity, and hisgreatefl Ene- 

mies were not able to charc^e him with Corruption. 
And who can vow deny, that theie and all other 

Excel- 
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Excellencies are not comprix'd in the great .Man, 
who at prcfent prcfidcs in the Treasury \ This is a 
Subjcft I could expatiate on with Pleafiire ; but jRjch 
are the Times, • that it is not confider'd, what is 

written, but who writes. Should You and Ma~ 

fter Caleb D^Anvtrs panegyrize the Miniftry, fome 
weak Conftiturions will not digeft it ; ibme perverlie 
ones would convert it into Satire, whilft the grave 
Bombaft, and the falfe illogical Conclufions o? the 
London JoHrnaly Ihall be carels'd and extoH'd by 
fbme grave Heads, and be thought to mean Ibme* 
thine; very excellent, bccaulc unmtelligible, - 
Tne fureft Method to gain Merit, and fecure Ap- 

flaufe, will be to inveigh fometimes againft the 
^ )angers of Popery ^ of 'wUch no Man has the kafi Jp» 
prehen0ony and to expofe Jacohitifiny of which m Body 
is nm) ^tatd. This Method is not only meriton* 
ous, but fafe and triumphant, becaufe no one dares 
oppofe it. Attentively perule and confidcr that moft 
ingenious Letter to Mr. UAnvtrs^ Numb. 1 1 8. writ- ^ 
ten by a Mafterly Hand. I promifc you, with great 
Art and Eloquence he has exploded derogatory and 
groundlels Infinuations, which proceed only from 
Jacohites^ and has placed in the clearcft Light the 
integrity of the Parliament, the Wifiiom of the Mi- 
niftry, and the Learning of the Prelates.

JMock-ihew of a Parifian Parliantint (as it is by fbme 
reprefented) during the MJ/ifipfi Infatuation, is fo 
frdh in every Man's Memory, that to hear it re- 
peated, wou*d be too tedious to many, and re- 
mhid others but too fenfibly of their deluded emptied 
Pockets: Let it iuffice to iav in General, the moft 
conipicuous of that brave Jjfembly were Impriibn*d 
and the Remainder lent to Fontdjej to harals and 
render their G>nvention more difficult, as it were 

to Baniihment; but to no Efiedb. They brav'd 

^l%reatj and Penalties J and fco;:n'dfiiiiBSs and Pen- 
sions ; nor wou*d they comply to Regifter Decrees 
and Jlrrefisy which they conceiv'd prgudidal to 
the Community. Their Reiblution andFirmnefs 
vrcrc not more honourable in this noted Cafe, than 
their Juftice was in the late Monfieur Le Blanc's ; 
notalltlie Promises and Power of a Prime Minifter, 
not all the Reientment and Malice of a Woman, 
couM awe or engage that venerable Body to a Cen- 
iure of that honeu, able Minifter; he wasunani- 
noufly acquitted to his and their immortal Glory. 
— Comparifbns are odious; I am far from being 
an Admirer of the French Government ; (I hope 
there is no Ofiencc in faying this, tho* of fb advan- 

tagious and faithfiJ an Ally) but I am ready 

even to adore the Gentlemen who compos*d that 
defired Parliament ; I know not InHances of greater 
Virtue and Fortitude. 

What then are we not to expefb from a Parlia- 
ment of Greai Britain^ a Land of Frexdom? 
Slewed without Bribery and Corruption^ returned by 
Honefi Magiflratcs, who arc detcrr'd by fcvere Pe- 
nalties, from Partiality and Injuftice, compofed of 
Cemknun cf Inierefi in their Country, ^and to pre* 
vent the 'temptation of Places and Peniibns, not 
enl J of Wealthy h\xto[ Landed Efafes. EachBurgcis 
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is obliged to have, and thcre&re doubddshas 300 1, 
a Year in ^irta frma^ each Knight of the Shire 
600 ; and when there happens a controverted £lcc-< 
tion, the Merits of it are debated y^^/y and dif^af^ 
fionaulyy and always determined /«r/?^ and imfarHal- 
iy : Such is the Wi£lom of our Laws ; and tne Na- 
tion is very ienfible, how exa^y they are com- 
ply'd with and executed. 

I am apt to think, QuSn Fcgt that this Juftice 
and Regularity have not oeen oDferv'd at all Times 
with luch Delicacy and Regularity as at prefent 
Thefecondy or indeed, more ftrid:fy fpeaking, the 
firft Parliament in the Reign of King CHAnisf 
the Second, was denominated the Z^i^, andibme- 
times the Penffotiaiy Parliament. I confefs, I have 
often wonder d at this latter Brand of JDiftin^on ; 
for after their firft Exultations for the Rbstora- 
TioN of the Royal STUART Family (without 
Doubt, the firft Family of Europe) had a little 
fubfided, they mw more and more reftif, and re- 
frad^ory to the Mealures of the Court, and were for 
that Rcaibn at laft difinifi'd. However, the Gen- 
tlemen who compofed that Parliament, thought 
their Honour fo anedbed by that fcandalous Impu- 
tation, that thej look'd on it as incumbent on them 
to ^ve the Nation Satisfa^on, on a Point by which

When Men but little skill'd in great A£(airs are 
trufted to manage for a Nation, thoie who treat with 
them will thereby be fh*ongly tempted to aim at Ad- 
vantages over a reople Ho mtferably teprefented, 

How often does it happen in the Coude of a long 
Negodatton betwixt diiferent States, that one Side 
. iliail rife in her Demands upon the other, and at 
length infift upon Terms ihe never dreamt of in the 
Beginning of a Treaty \ but this will always fall out» 
when one of the Parties haci fathom* d the mallow Po- 
liticks of the other. 

It is eafily difcovered when a Commonwealth is in 
this unhappy Situation, by the Treatment Ihe re- 
ceives from ner Neighbours ; for then her Enemies 
make Slight of her, and her Allies appear cold and

Men would pcrfoaqe us, no lufl-ruftion 
V Study is of Conftquencja, hut the Authority qf 
the Place is a fufficient Qualification ; as if Employ- 
ments we<« opiy createqto load the People with 
Thkqs, and {[ratify (ovo^taHkularFexfon^ who has a 
numerous tne^ Kindnd ; out the Intere^ of Ka^o^s 
is beft committed to meer Chancy, and the S^^ty qF 
Princes to the Caft of a Dve. 

We know the Party wnich advances this new 
Syftem of Politicks: We know the Men wjio havjB 
found out. that it i^ ^ Matter of no Importance^ 
whether tne j^rei^ -^^f pf a Nation are manageti 
well or ill ; for as Europe is divided, ((ay they) \t 
h thp ^tereft of all the Powers who do not aim ^t

finking. 

But wc hope however, when they neict declUf6 
tlieniielves in this manner, thdy will be ib kind ^ 
to put in an Exception in Favour of Grea^BrHaf^^br 
fure thejr cannot wiih to fee a Miniftfy in Engtani 
which jihould govern in-iuch a manner, as to bring 
the Trade ana Intercft of their Country, to ftibfin 
by a precarious Dependance on the Councils tof a 
roreign Nation. 

It IS no Doubt, the Ballance of Power in ^utopi 
cannot be long preferv'd, unleis there be ibttie Com«> 
monwealth more refpeded for its Strength ahd Wii^ 
dom than the refi, to whom an Appeal may be m^e, 
whenever the common Tranquility is diftui^b'd by 
an ambitious and reftlefsSt^te ; biit iuch a C6ittm<)n* 
wealth muft have the Reputation of being governed 
uj^ Ibund and honourable Maxims, otherwife Ih^ 
will be neither reverenced nor fcar*d by her Nei A* 
lours. Nothing can rdle up a Nation to the glo- 
rious Rank of being Umpire of Right and Wrong 
amongft others, but the Fame of her great WifHom 
sind Moderation. 

HonuT^ who has been a Fountain of Politicks, 
as well as of all other Arts and Sciences, defcribe^ 
the little Gods and Goddefles furioufly engaged in the 
Quarrel betwixt the Greeks and Trojans ; but JtfpHer 
the Father 4)/ Wtfdmi^ is reprefented defcending up* 
on Mount Ida^ holding a Ballance in his Handj 
weighing the Deftinies of both Parties. 

Such for ibme Ages paft has been the gloriouii 
Rank of Grtat Brttain^ which never bfulting her 
Neighbours, has never been inflitted bv them, and 
by a wife Moderation, fleering equally octwixt thelf 
jarring Intereftshas kept herielf out of all unnecefiary 
Quarrels, and therefore has been always coiltiderea 
oi the higheft Importance at luch Times, as the feft 
of Eitnfe has been running into War andOnfa* 

fion; 
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fion ; for it i$ then that contending Nations have 
applied to her for Juftice, and waited for the Deci- 
fion of her Councils with the fame Refpeft, that 
holv Men attend the Anfwers of an Oracle. 

An Engl^man has long had one Thingto boaft of 
beyond any Subjeft in Enrife ; that in T^mes like 
thele, when the Pretenfions and Intereih of Prin- 
ces have been under Debate, his Countty {whik Jbt 
had Men tf Wtfdom and Honour in her Councils) has 
conftantly made the fame Figure with ^uf iter , 
amongft the inferior Deities, holding the Ballance, 
and weighing the Deftuiies of the reft, and his 
Prince appeared not only like the Father of his 
own People, but the Father and Tutor of Kings. 

They muft be Men of a moft noble Genius, who 
firft raifed their Country to this high Poft, but a 
little Skill will be fufficient to preienre, what no- 
thing but a moft coniummate WiiHom could acquire. 
He nn^ft be a Hero who firft gains an Empire ; but 
if a very poor Genius fucceeds, he may maintain it : 
Even Fame is a great Supj>ort of Power, and lan 
Opinion that a Nation is wifely governed, will ferve 
to keep its Neighbours in Awe, and maintain Power, 
at leaic till fbme fragrant Inftances are given of a 
contrary Condu^. 

Our late gracious ^een Anne, whole Memory' 
muft every Bay grow dearer and dearer to thc£c 
Nations, while tnere is Senle and Gratitude left 
an^ongft Men, rais'd Us up to the higheft Pitch of 
Glory ; our Vidtories gave the World a Dread of 
our Valour ; but the timely Peace we made, and 
the Advantages obtained for the Trade and Secu- 
rity of Great Britainy induced them to entertain 
a nigh Opinion of our WilHora, and we toade a 
greater Figure, than we had Ibrae Ages before ; 
It cannot be forgot what Court was made to Us hy 
all fLurope^ towards the latter End of that happy 
RrigQ-!r:T All the World had their Eyes upon Us, 

and 
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and ieem'd to be aw'd and influencM by our Mo- 
tions ; wc appear'd in the midft of Nations like 
fbme Majeftick Figure in the Paintings of great 
Artifts, taller and fairer than all around Vs. 

I do not (up^fe that we are funk in the Ef^cem 
of the World lince that Time, and therefore I can't 
imagine what Ibme Men mean, when they talk 
that we muft furrender Gibraltar, for that tlie late 
Regent of France promised it to the King of Spain, 

What Indignities do thefe Men throw upon 

their Country by fuch Dilcourfcs ? Is not this plain- 
ly toinfinuate, that we have lately been (6 influ- 
enc'd by France^ that the Difpofal of the undoubicd 
Rights of England have been determined in the 
Councils of FerfaiUes. 

There is a Writer who calls himlelf Puhlicola, 
who is pleas'd to talk as boldly upon this Siibjcdt, 
as if he had a Licenle for abunng the Memory of 
the late King, and ridiculing the prelent Miniltry ; 
but I hope, (as hardy as he is) he will not pretend 
to maintain, that our Circumftances are alter'd for 
the worle, (ince the Death of that beloved Qu e jk n ; 
he will not venture to declare, that we arc weaken'd 
by any corrupt Management within, or that our 
Neighbours have dilcovcr'd a Weaknefs in our 
Councils, which encourages them to infift upon 
Terms to our Diihonour. 

No ! No! We EngUjlmen, are as lenfible as thd 
French or Spdniards^ that Gibraltar is not to be 
taken by Force, and fiire much left need we fear 
being negotiated out of it, under fo uncorruptand able 
a Afinijlery as we are bleft with at prelent. 

The iame PMicola talks juft as profoundly con- 
cerning the Ballance of Power. — Irhat a Rota ((ays 
he) // made about the Ballance of Power / and lb 
without the leaft Shew of Argument, runs into a 
filly Affectation of Smartnels, upon the graved 
Subje6fc in the World.

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But iure the Ballance of Power which Great- 
Britain has held for above two Hundred Years is no 
iuch Trifle ; and our Anceftors^ who took it to be 
the beft Security of our Trade, and of Coniequence, 
a Poft of infinite Gain, cou'd not be miftaken ; and 
therefore, it is to be hoped, that thole Gentlemen, 
who are iuppofed to have no AuttRon fi)r lucrative 
Employments for themfclves and P amilies, will ne- 
ver argue for giving a Poft of Profit away from their 
Country, which at different Times has coft her 
much Blood and Treafure to maintain. 

We know by Experience, that it is the holding 
this Ballapce, that lias made foreign Nations give 
Us many Advantages in Trade preferable toothers : 
for no Pem)le in their Senfes ever venture to dif- 
oblige thole who are to be their Judges, whenever 
thej Ihall liappen to be at Variance with their 
Neighbours. 

Vve know likewife, it cannot be loft without the 
baleft Treachery, or moft Icandalous Milinanage- 
nient in the 'World \ and therefore we may be ealy 
upon that Point, as long as the prelent Set of Ml- 
niffers are at the Helm c3* our Affairs. 

If a future Set of Men ihould hereafter bungle 
2nd play this Advantage into other "Hands, what 
will they not deicrve? They fhou'd think on the 
Fate of Phaeton : It is indeed no more than a poe- 
tical Fi6kion, but lure, it contains an excellent Mo- 
ral: It gives \Js the Example of a vain-glorious 
ignorant Wretch, who muft needs mount the Cha- 
riot of the Siniy to light and govern the World ; 
but he is no Iboner in the Seat, out his Head grows 
giddy, he knows not what he does, he drives like 
a Fury, and lets the Earth on Fire , however, he 
tumbles from his Seat and breaks his Neck.

HERE is nothing an EngVjbman cao 
vahie himfelf upon beyond any other 
Subjeft in the World, Co much a^ 
the Enjoyment of Liberty ; a French- 
man^ a Spaniard^ or an Italian^ may 
a Hner Qimate, a fwectsr Air, awd a Soil 
produftive of greater Delicacies for the V9:s of 
Life, but wanting Libe rty, they want that which 
muft give a Value to all the reft. 

We are told, that before the Rfvoluiion^ fomc 
Attempts were made to bereave Us of this valuable 
Blefling ; it is not our prelcnt Piirpoic to make 
a Difquifition into that Matter ; it is not impofllble, 
however, but fuch Attempcs may be made hereafter, 
and therefore, methinks, th;it a Dilcourfc upou 
that Subjeft can never be unfcafbnable. 

I have met with a 1 reatife upon Government, 
written fbon after the Revolution, which I think 
■will be much more to the Purpole, than any thing 
I can fay my(elf : It gives us a true Idea of Liberty,^ 
and by juft Obfervations made on the Condition of 
the i?tfW4f» People, teaches us to know where Liber- 
ty lubfifts in EflfcdJ:, and where only in Name, and 
therefore I fhull quote as much of it as we have 
room for. 

* At Rom« mere in Servitium, Coniules, Patrcs, 
• Equites, (QuantoQuis illuftrior) tantomagisfalfi. 

Da " * ac 
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ac ftftinantes. Bui at Rome they all ran headhmg 
into Slavery y the Confulsy the Senate ^ the Gentry y and 
the nobler the Ferfin was^ the mere hafty and the 
greater Hafie he made, 

• This was the Condition of Romey when Tiberius 
afTumed thcL Empire; but God forbid it ihould 
be the Cafe of England^ for our ConfHtution will 
be entirely loft, whenever iuch a Corruption 
happens. We may indeed prefcrve the l^ame of 
Liberty, and ibme of its outward Forms y but 
no more than what will ferve to keep our. Chains 
the faftcr on : Tyrannies have often been fub- 
verted, where Princes governed merely by their 
own Will, without givmg to their SuDJeCb the 
leaft Appearance of Deing free ; but thofe abfb- 
lute Monarchies are hardly to be fhaken, and 
that Servitude is lafting, where the People are 
left to make their own Fetters. 

* It is a Matter of great Wonder, that from 
the Time of Jugufiusy downwards, the RomanSy 
who had always K)me brave^ and virtuous Men 
amongft them, tho* in private Stations, fhou*d 
never make one Attempt to reftore the Common- 
wealth, and to Ihake o£Fthat Power, which fbme 
of the Emperors exercis'd with fo much Exorbi- 
tance ; but in all Likelihood it proceeded from 
this, that the Soldiers and common People, with- 
out whom no great Revolution can oe made, 
were amuicd by their Governors with a Notion 
that they were ftill Free ; becauie, in outward* 
Shew^ tne Commonwealth had the fame Form as 

in elder Times. There was a Senate y Con- 

ful. Tribunes, and an Appearance of all the an- 
cient Magiftrates, tho' noihinif rtmaind of the an- 
cUnt Liberty, But this, pernaps, the common 
People might not feel, for the Cfruelty and Fraud 
of ^iberutSy the Madncis of Caligulay the Stupi- 
dity of ClaudiHSp the Riots and Luft of Neroy

the Gluttony and fordid Mind of Vttellius^ the 
Vanities of Othoy aixd the enormous Vices of 
Domltiany 4id not fall much upon the inferior 
Rank of People, who all the while had Panem 
GPjOircencesy which was all they dcfircd : But the 
Mifchiels thcfc Monikers brought uponthc Worlds 
fell for the mofl part, upon noble Heads, who 
with the fiilfc Opinion they cntertain'd, that the 
Laws fHll go/ern'd, becaule they (aw every Year 
Confuls, and a Senate in the fame Manner as in 
ancient Tim^s ; but this Senate being corruptedy made 
the tyranny boundlef J andfafe ; for the People cou'd 
never be induced to oppoic that Power, which 
fhll bore the outward Kcfcmblance of their an- 
cient Form of Government. 

* In the fame Manner, if in future A^es our 
Parliaments iHould be debauch'd in Principles, 
and become willing to be the Inftruments of a 
Prince's Will, and to a6: as he dircds them, Ar- 
bitrary Power wou*d be here fettled upon a lafl- 
ing Foot, for the common People wou'd never 
join with any, who wou'd attempt to redeem their 
Country, bccaufc they will be deceived by Names 
and Forms y and think the Laws go vern*d, and that 
they are fi-ce, if the outward Shew of the Con- 
fhtution is fKll prefcrv'd. 

* When QrruJ^tion has feiz'd upon the ReprefetTtatives 
tf a Feopky it is like a Chronical Difcafe, hardly 

to be rooted out. When fcrvile Compliance 

and Flattery come to predominate, Things pro- 
ceed from Dad to worfc, till at lalt the Govern- 
ment is quite diflolv'd. 

* Abfblute Monarchies are in Danger of great 
Convulfions, when one Man, their Prince, hap- 
pens to be weak, or wicked ; but Common- 
wealths, or mix'd Conflitutions are flill fafe, till 
the Majority of the leading Men are debauch *d 
in Prinaples. 

D 5 * How- 
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* However, Arbitrary Monarchy has this Ad- 
vantage over the other, that the one Man, their 
Prince, is mortal, and if bad, he may be fuc- 
ceedcd by a better; but a People thoroughly 
corrupted, never returns to right Reaibn; and 
we may i^ that the Depravity of Manners which 
began in A^iTw, prefcntly after the iecond Punic 
War, among the Nobility and Gentrv, became 
every Year worie and worlc, till at laft JuUus 
Ce/}«r dcftroy'd the Commoner ealth. 

* After his Time, under the lucceeding Empe- 
rors, ev9ry Senate grew more abjeSi and complying 
than the other, till in Procefi of Time, the old 
Roman Spirit was utterly extinguiih'd, and then 
that Empire by Degrees became a Prey to barba- 
rous Nations. 

* If all Parts of the State do not with their utmoft 

Power promote the publick Good, ^If the Mi- 

nifters have other Aims than the Safi^ty and 

Welfare of their Country, If/ucb as reprefint 

the People^ do not prefrrve their Gmrage and Integrity^ 

If the Nation's Treafitre is wafied^ If Mi- 

nifters are allow'd xq undermine the Confiikttion 
with Impunity, If Judges are fuflcr*d to per- 
vert Juftice, and nvrefi the Law^ then is a .mixt 
Government the greatefi ^yramy in the ff^orld : It i$ 
Tyranny efiahiijbed by Law : It is authorized by a 
kind of G)nfent, and fuch a People are bound 
with Fetters of their own making. 

* A Tyranny that governs merely by the Sword^ 
has few Friends, except Men of the Sword ; but 
legal Tyranny, (where the People are only called 
to confirm Iniquity with their own Voices, by the 
Perfbns of their Kcprcfcntatives) has of its Side 
the Rich, — the Cowardly, — the Lazy, — thole 
that know the Law, and get by it, — amhitrouM 
and i/?, moral Churchmen, and thoie whoie Live- 
liiiocds depend upon a quiet Pbfiure of Afiairs^ 

* and 
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and upon keeping the PofTefllon of what they 
have nogoodlught to ; and the PeHbns here de« 
icribed, compo^ the influencing Part of mod 

Nations, lb that (uch a Tyranny is hardly 

to be thrown off. 

* Men may be Gid to be enflaved by Law, or 
their own Conlent, under corrupt or degenerate 
Republicks ; fuch as was the Raman Common- 
wealth from the Time of Gnnay till the Attempts 
of Julhts Cdfaty and under degenerate, mix'd Go- 
vernments, fuch as Rjome was, while the Emperors 
offeBed to make a Sbtw of ruling by Law, but 
with an aw'd 3nd corrupted Swaie, 

* What has been, may be, and tho' we in this 
Nation may perhaps at pre&nt be free from the 
Fear$ or the oefore-mention'd Misfortunes, yet in 
after-^es, bad and defigning Minifters may think 
their Condud is no way to be maintain'd but by 
the Sword, and that they cannot €iX^3X^\Y fny tfpm 
the Commomvealth^ till they have made their Ma^ 
fier abfohite. 

^ Men do as induftrioufly contrive Fallacies to 
deceive themfelves, (when they hav^ a Mind to 
be deceived) as they ftudy Frauds to deceive 
others : and if it leads to their Ends, and gra- 
tifies their pn^lent mean Defigns, they care not 
what they do, imaginine it Time enough to 
think of ferving the Puolick, after they have 
fervid themfelves ; and in this View, very many 
betray their Trufts, comply, give up the People's 
Rights, and Join in invading Fundamentals, flat- 
termg themfelves, perhaps^ that when they are 
grown as great and rich as they defire to be, it 
will be then Time enough to make a Stand, and 

endeavour to redeem the Commonwealth. It 

was fbme iuch Notions as thefe, which at firft 
led Pcmbey to Join in the Mealures of thoie who 
intended to fubvert the B^num Liberties; and 

• af- 
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* afterwards, when he repented, and dcfired to /avc 

* his Country, he found them grown too ftrongi 

* and himieli too weak to do any Good.' 

Thus far our Author, who lays more upon this 
Subjed:. than we can conveniently infert at prc- 
Icnt. At length he exhorts all Degrees of Men to 
endeavour at prclerving, not the Porm^only, but 
the Edence and Purity of that Government, under 
which we have prolpered near Icvcn hundred 
Years. It happens feldom (fiys he) that any 

Country is entirely iubdued by Foreign Force ; and 
tho* Civil War be a ragipff Fever, it goes away of 
itfelf^ when tlie Humours that feed it are Ipent ; and 
is fbmetimes no more than the Signs of a Health 
too florid, and the £fie6bs of too much Blood in 

rhc Body-Politick. ^But ill Condud in a State, 

if it is of any Continuance, wafJcs" it by flow apd 
certain Degrees, and at lafl brings an incurable 
Omfiimption upon all its'Parts and Limbs.

T has ever been my Opinion, that a 
Freedom in Sfeech or frrhmgy ought 
always to be allow'd and cncourag'd, 
when it is exerted with an honeft 
Defign of fcrving our Country, and 
when it is employed in cxpofing and ccnforing any 

real Mifmanagement of the Publick A^irs. 

« On 
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^ On the other Hand, it muft be acknowledg'd to 

* be a very dangerous and wicked Abufe of this 

* Liberty, to endeavour by general Acculations, 
< unsupported by any Proof, and by Aflertions which 

* the Authors of them either do not know to be 

* true, or perhaps know to be falfe, to incenie thtf 

* Nation againfl the Government. 

The Lines here quotcd,are xhcExorditnn or Proem 
to a verv extraordinary, and, I might lay, a very 
merry Pamphlet, lately publiih'd. 

The Author puts on a grave Face, in order to per- 
iuade the Readers, that he intends to juftify the 
Perfbns in the Adminiftration, from the i^^M^x^ 
Ca/ftmnhiy and Mfreprefentatims lately caft upon them 
hj certain Writers, whom he ftiles malicious and 
difaffeHedy for no other Reafbn, but not being well 
Dleaied with the preient Situation of our Afiairs, 
Doth at Home and Abroad. 

But whether he is in Earned or in Banter, muft 
be left to the Opinion of the Publick* when we 
have made a few Obfervations upon the Work itfelf. 

I will a^ree with him, that Men who advance 
Things which they either do not know to be trutf. 
or know to be falfe y fhou*d be pointed out as infa^r 
mous, and fhun'd as the Plagues of human Society. 
But I believe on the other Side it will be allow'd, 
that thole Men who at any Time employ the Ta- 
lents which God has given them^ in detedbing the 
dangerous Etfedbs of weak and ignorant' Councels^ 
and in endeavouring to animate Men to oppole thole 
Mealures which muft run the Commonwealth into 
certain Ruin, are good Subje^s to their Princei 
and Patriots to their Q)untry. 

I will allow likewile, that nothing can manifeft 
the upright Intentions of a Miniftry, more than 
admitting a Scrutiny into their Conaudt ; it is jjut- 
ting themfelves fairly upon their Country, and is a 
Sign, that they arc conlcious of no Weaknefs or 

Cor- 
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Corruption in the Courfe of their Adminiftration, 
vhich may draw upon them the Rfcfentmcnts of 
the People. 

But it they arc for b^ging up all Rcaibn and 
Argument as Trakws to the State : If they, or the 
Perfbn« who ffintt on their Side the <3ucftion, at- 
tempt to awe XJs with the Royal Auttiority, and 
are for fhehering all their Mifinanagements under 
the King's Kame^ where they think » out of Fear 
or Refpe6t, we muft purfuc them no farther, Think- 
ing Men will he apt to judge that there muft he 
Ibmething very rotttn in the Bottom of Affairs ; 
l^ething I fay, that will not bear any Sort of 
Inquiry. 

When we fee any Army quit tfie Field to the 
Enemy, and skulk ror Proteftion under the Can- 
non or fome fortified Town, we know it is bccairft 
they are too weak to venture an equal Engagement, 

I apply this to none but the Author we are no^ 
taking Kotice of, who* makes Ufe of the King's 
Kame, in Things which rcgaril the Miniftcrs.— 
Thus he fiys, the Libellers of the Tinjes endeavour 
to create in the PeQfle an unjtift Jjiffidence towards 

their Prince : ' And when he complains of the 

Reflcdtions thrown upon ftch and fuch Meafures, 
his Way of anfwerinff it is, telling us, that his Ma- 
jefy gave fach and fuch Orders. 

Since this Gentleman Iceras to knov/ (6 little of 
the Nature of our Government, as to ccnfure every 
Remark upon the Conduct of a Minif^er, as a 
Refleftion upon the Sovereign, it is fit we fhould 
\tt him know, that our Confticntion fcper^tcs the 
Counlcllor from the King, in all Diiputos which 
regard the PubUck; and therefore, whenever we 
have a dangerous Profpe6b of Affairs before us, the 
Subjc6k is allow'd to examine the minifterial Parts 
of Government, and has a Right to demand how 
fuch Things come to pafs. 

This 
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This is what we call Libsrtv ; &r no doahc 
on^ty Things may be £b Icandalouily minnaoag'd* 
that every Man who is for (upportin^ the Men of 
BufinefS) mufl be an Enemy to the Proiperity and 
Honour of his G>untry. 

Weak and corrupt Minifters in the G>uncils of 
a Prince, are like Clouds about the Sun» which 
hinder its Warmth and Light from &llirig upon 
the World, nor can it fliine with any Luflrc, tilf 
they are dilperied and driven from it. 

Tho' I have faid thus much, it is not my pre- 
ient Defign to infinuate^ tlut our Af&irs are suiy 
Ways declined by the Management of thofe ffreac 
Men, who are at preient the Support and Ornar- 

ment of the State, 1 fhall onl v ihew by a ihort 

Remark* or two upon this Pamphlet, that the Au- 
thor, by a pretended Defence, has LAeWd^hR Mi- 
nifters in a more ^vere Manner, than the Writers 
of the other Side have in all their Remarks^^ upon 
the Condu6t of the two kft Years, 

There are two Things concerning which he 
pretends to fet us right; one is, in clearing the Mi- 
niflers from any Keeledt in protedting the £fie6bs of 
our Merchants, ana hindring the Depredations of

This IS Part of the Calumny he complains has 
been rais'd a^ainft thofe in the Adminiftration, 
which he anfwers and diiproves, (^as be tetts you) by 
giving a Copy of the Orders made out for Admiral 
rlofiiTy Commander of the Squadron of Men of War 
lent to the Wef -Indies. 

Firft, the fai^J Orders are too long to be inserted 
here ; and Secondly, I can't help thinking that they 
are of his own Forging and Invention : However, 1 
Ihall give the Subftance of them in as few Words as 
I can, and then offer iny Reafbns why I think they 
cannot be genuine.

I think there is Reafbn enough to believe, that this 
is not the true Copv of the real Orders which were 
given to the faid Jamrral; for if he was to block up 

the 
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the Spatiiards in their Ports, and to fend them fuch 
MJfages as tliis Author pretends^ all Men who un- 
derftand any thing of the political Maxims of Ka- 
dons, muft expe^ they would exert the utmoft of 
their Strength (poor as it is,) to refent the Affront; 
stiid therefore it is not to be iuppos'd, that Miniflers

HE Preientment of the Grand Jury 
of London and MuUkfeXy which you 
nve us in your Paper of the 25th of 
yanHory, is drawn up with iuch an 
honeft and maiculine Spirit, that we 
muil be far ^one in Iniquity, if it 
does not infpire us with a juft Abhorrence of the 
Vices of a moil profligate Nation. But 
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But in all that Catalogue of Sins, there is no 
Mention made ol'Platteiy, or a bafe Compliance to 
Power ; Vices which bring more certain Ruin on a 
Commonwealth, than all there hinted at befides. 

I rejoice, that nothing of this Nature has apjpear- 
ed ftrong enough to merit a Pref^ntment, either 
fix>m a Grand Juiy, or the roice of the People ; for 
in Times lefi d^enerate than the prcfcnt, Flattery- 
has often ihewn its lervile Face and then nothing 
was to be (een in all Ranks and Degrees of Men, 
"wiio aim*d at Place and P f c ferm cnt, but Owning; 
and crkiging on ^>inc bafe Wretch in Pawery whom 
perhaps tiie Vices of the Age, and his own more 
fignaf Omtfiians had rais'd ahcve Jns Betters. 

The Manners of thefe Times, as I take it, have 
no kind of Tendency that Way : Our Writings in 
particular, are the 't£c€t of tnat honeft Liberty 
which Men take, of difcovering their Obfcrvations 
on Perfbns and Things ; for every Age makes fbme 
Improvement in one Science or other, and ours has 
been peculiarly happy in its new Dilcoveries in Po- 
liticks. Tour MuhMvelSy BJchttens^ and Maza- 
rines are now proved to be a parcel of fhallow, fuper- 
ficial Fellows ; the Maxims of the firfl may do well 
enough indeed to amufc Pedants, as the Condu^ of 
the two lad might ferve to raife (uch an infignificant 
Kingdom as France^ from a low to a profperous 
Condition: But what would become of them now, 
if they had to da with certain Perlbns that fhall be 
fHMneids'. 

How far we have excelled the Andencs in the 
pradick Part of Politicks, I leave others to decide ; 
but that we have gone beyoird them all in the 
Spenthtfve, I may venture tO" aflen, and to prove 
it, need only quote all the Authors who for two or 
three Years lall pad, have writ on one Side of the 
Qoeftion from the Enquiry , down to the Obfervathns 
on the ConinH cf Gnat B^rtain^ wha with a^ great 

£ 3 deal 
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deal of fine Rcafbning have prov*d, that H is vat 
necfffkry that Alinifiers ef State Jboud know any thing at 
all of State Jffairs. 

I forefee thefe two profixind Pieces will be tranflat- 
ed into all foreign languages, which I confefs, I 
•would prevent, if I could ; for I ihould be (brry to 
•fee all other Nations made as wife as ourielves, and 
reap the Benefits of our Diicoveries in the Arts of 
Government. 

But to fpeak more ferioufly, I think it is as ea(y 
to know the Man who receives Bribe or Penfion, by 
his way of talking on publick A&irs^ as if he wore 
fbme Badge of his Infamy upon his Coat. ■ If 

you were to talk to one of thefe concerning the Lois 
of our Ships, his Aniwer is. What of that? ■ 

If you feem to wonder that fuch and (iich Meafimes. 
ihould prove prejudicial, he grows angry, and asks 
•you, mnfi ^hivgs hejudgd by Events f ' ■ ■ Every 
abfurd thing that is laid oy one of their Leaders, they 
all catch and repeat Mk&Ecchoes, — With fuch Men as 
thefe, a kind Seafbn^ a pleutifiil Harvef^, and all 
the publick Benefits which h\l on the People, pro- 
ceed from the Minifters ; but an exfenpve ^Treaty ^ aa 
ill-^owefied j^Uiance^ and the Miichie^ flowing from 
■ them come from the Stars, 

Our Poet Shake/pear has finely ridiculed the abfurd 
Kealbning of this Sort of Men.

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Cardinal Ricblieu would not allow that there was 
any fuch thing in Politicks, as good or bad Ludc ; 
according to him, all Thinfirs were the 'E&€t$ ei- 
(her of wife or of ignorant Meafures. --—As to our 
AflairSy I can lee no iteaibn to believe, that the 
Stars are not as mucVin our Intereft, as in that of 
our £nemies. y' 

I remeobexy^hen the Irj/bman in the Comedy 
is complaining of his ill Fortune, Somebody tells 
him, there are no Stars far IrHbmtn ; but Te^mte will 
not allow that to be true, for he fays, and iwears 
to it, that there are as many Sfars in Ireland^ is 
there are in Englaiul\ —and I, for my Part, am 
of Opinion, that we have as many Stars in England^ 
as there are in zHSfain and thcj^nphtr Butluppofe 
it were otherwiie, if we have the wi&ft Heads, we 
need not fear getting the worft in a Treaty by their 
Majority of Stars. 

Whenever ignonint Men have j^fided, bad 
Measures have been taken, of wmch our own

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But Thanks to the Spirit of our Anceftors, it is 
otherwife, though no Doubt they were called 
Calumniators by me Slaves of thoie T imes, for op« 
pofing iiich a right bwiMrabli and r^bt ftupid Ad-: 
ratniftration ; ib that now if Men to whom G^d 
hath not iifiedto give either Wit or Grace^ fhall take 
QPon them to make jiHiances or Treatifs^ or govern 
I&tionsy they are to be puniih'd fer tbeir J^orance ; 
for if they have no Skill or Addrels in A£&irs, 

why tlid they undertake great Employments? 

For Ignorance in the governing Pftrt of the People* 
is as mifchievous to the State,, as wilful Treachery. 

We read that by the maritime Laws» if the 
Pilot who undertakes to condu& the Shij>, ihould 
by his Ignorance run into manifeft Peril, it is law* 
ful for the Crew to feize him, and chop off his 

Head that Minute. If he ihould olead that he 

work'd the Ship according to the bete of his Skill 
and Knowledge, it will avail him nothing, fer he 
m\A die for undertaking an Employment without 
liifficient Knowledge, on which the Safety of others 

depended. It is but reafonable, that thoie who 

(leer the VefTel of the State ihould meet with the 
fame Puniihment, if they incur tBe fame Guilt| 
becauie the Ruin is much-^ater. 

And if it were otherwife, it wou'd fumiih con- 
tinual Matter of Diicontent amongil the People ; 
for all the Subjedis of a free State have a natural 
Right to its ben^cial Offices; but when the Mil^^ 
lion perceive that Employment &11 only on the 
Firfl of the People, thole who happen to be di^, 
itmguiih'd by fiiperior SkUl and Capacities for great 
AfiSrs, they are content with being well govern'd, 
and icck no more : — But if they perceive that the 
Conununity is made the Prey ot Blockheads, they 
will thirOc hard if every Dunce ihould not have an 
^qual Cliance of heaping up immenfe Riches^ of hMtd-- 
ing Palacesy and rarjing a Family ^ by mining the pub- 
lick 4fairsr A 
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A Nation nmyiamttiiiies cnjof iiich a Calm» t&at 
tho' Men of no Addrefi ihoukl happen to be placed s^ 
ttieHelm of AfiiEUrs, their lucapackr may not im- 
mediately be difcover'd bv the People ; but if the 
World IS put into a little Fermene, and they are 
obligfd to a A a Pait in the troubled Scene, it is Odd$ 
\ntths!fl}lHndtrthemftknswuDifficitUks^ 'when every 
Attempt they make to iiecover, they certainly J^door^ 
Jew ditpir in tht JkUaL, far Blockheads bMV9 m Jlratigt 
Jhicrkj ^. Shtkiw^ bat then Rfrirnie and cbe Ststrg 
muft bear all the Blame.-*— Whereas in Efeft, ioch 
Men are never ib mfmrttrnMU^ as when their iliallow 
Projects meet with no Mtjfpfttme from the Hand of 
Providence. -^ The ctitical Death of a Piince, ivith 
whom a di&dvants^ioos Alliance is made, or the 
LiOls^ of n'f fleet by Miipwreck, 'fent upon a wild Ex*« 
peditiofi, might &rve co brii^ them off, and flop 
the Mouths of di&eming Men ; but when their 
Schemes meet with no unlucky Rubs, and yet end 
in Nothing, thar lilGmduS glsns in the Face of all 
Mankind. 

There are a kind of C^»rits fo unfit fer the Ma- 
nagement of great Afiairs, that their Minds are be- 
wiider'd and diftrad^d with the leail t>i£kulty, or 
moft remote Shew of Danger: In this Situation, 
their Designs are as extravagant as was that Man's, 
who being told by his Servant, that there were Fel- 
lows about the Honie, (who he believed) defign'd to 
rob it, jumps out of the Window, and breiuu hit 
Keck, to avoid the imaginary Dai^^. If Men of

is not the Judgment ofRjtafon* 

But I wim this Gentleman was able to iatisfy 
us, why that Judgment by Events, is not a Judg- 
ment of Reafbn ?

the Cale^beibre mentioned, and I l^ljeve, I may 
challenge this Author, or any other, to give an In- 
ftance where any Kation was e\fer brought into 
Difficulties by wile Meafures, where fbme uiperna- 
tural'Powcr did not plainly intcrpofe to dcftroy the 
beft concerted Projects. 

Yet fbme Writers think otherwilc, and how do 
they prove it? Why, if you urge that lucti and 
luch Meafures nfiay tend to impair the Trade of a 
ciertain Nation, they anfwer very ingenioufly, ffliat 
ff that? And if you affcrt, that luch a Step has 
•widen'd the Breach betwixt certain Powers ; their 
Keply isy JFbo can help if? Almoft every Paragraph 
of fcme late Papers and Pamphlets brought into my 
lilind ihe Saying of an EngUJb Poet, 

" ' ■ i^evet did baft and rotten Policy 
•Coeer her ff^kingj wiih'fuch lame Excufe. 
Alight they not as well tell us in other Words, that 
there is iio (uch Thing as the Light of S^eafon to di- 
red us to what is right, or to teach us to avoid wrong 
Steps, but that Men are hurried into bad Meafures 
by Fate and NecelEty, -7— which may fcrvc for a 

fneral j\nfwer, to excufe all the Blunders that ever 
all be committed as long as the World endures. 

But if this Author will allow any Body except 
himielf, to be a Judge in his own Caufe, fime <f 
Ifis FaSs appear fxtrepiely doubtful^ and hit Reafins 
drawn from them tip way c&ncUtfive^ yet he has made 
no Step towards undeceiving thole whom he might 
tmwilhngly have drawn into an Error, as he oe* 
dares he mould think himfelf oblig*d to do.

Ms 
Revenues may be great, and hisPoflbiEons laree, boC 
we muft be ac(^uainted with his FVifSons and Weak- 
liefles, before we can be Judge of his Wants.* Have 
We not ieen M^n 2n honourable Polls, with Incomes 
annex'd to them, perhaps as great as this AuthcK' can 
boaft, whof^ IJvcs neverthelels have been but one 
WitJnued Scene otBrihery^ Fraud^ and the little law 
ifricks of StQck-johhersf In an Age €o bafe and cor^ 
rupt as the prefent, we muft know the Man, before 
we cah concur with him in his own Commendation.

* TheTradcto tfceCoaH: of Afnck we were very 
early in the Rofieflion of; and many Cbarters 
were granted, and at laft an A.€i of Parliament 

«^(s*d lR)r the Encouragement of thofe, who from 
Time to Tnne undertook it ; «— but the Dutcb^ 
the ianmbufgberif the JPrnn^, and the Dmtesj have 
encroach'd upon our Setdements and Trade in 
thofe Parts, and fiimiih allNaticms of the World 
(whitih are not by their Dependancies upon Eng^ 
land confined to i^e them from Us alone) with 
Elephants Teeth, Wax, Gum, Dying-Stuffs, Ne- 
groes, epf . cheaper than we can afford them. 

* We were the firft of any Nation this fide the, 
Streights, that traded to 9itrky; and we had Lei- 
lure enough to eftaMifh ourielves in that Com- 
merce, for we were not followed by the Dtacb 
(who have endcavourM to ferret us out of every 
Thing) till thirteen Years after, nor by the 
Frfncb^ till yet a longer Time ; and yet their 
Succefs has been to much greater than ours, 
that at prefent all the Advantages we reap irom 
that Buimefi, is the laving only on the Article of 
our Home Confiimption, of Silk Manufa6tures ; 
for tht Dutch f the French j and the Italians y un- 
dcrfcll us at all Foreign Markets, and leave us 
no room to gain by Re-exportation of Levant 
Commodities. 

* Many other Inftances might be given of the 
great Decay of our Trade, and of the Difadvan- 
tagcs under which we lie, whenever we come ro 
^l 1. a * dif. 
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dilputc that PcMnt with Stnmgtrs: But alas! whic 
need of particular Infiances : For» in ihort^ the 
Fmub and PuUb undericli us in the Produce of 
any Countries, to which they can reiort upon the 
Lcnrel with us. 

* But indeed the Crown of EngUmd has depend* 
ing upon it feveral Kingdoms, Phntations, and 
Settlements in Eurofty ^fia^ jfi^ca^ and jimttua^ 
which abound with Commodities much fought 
after, and to be had no Way bat thro* our Hands. 
Weare ftor*d at Home with a great natural Wealthy 
and our Home Coniiimption of Foreien Commotii- 
ties is lb defended by our naval and commercial 
Laws, that we can import for our own V&, and 
export our own Growth, perhaps cheaper than any 
other Nation can for us. 

^ Thefe Regulations confine all Navigation to and 
from England J and its Dependancies to our own 
Hands, fumiih our Shipping with conflant Employ- 
ment, and make our Navigation ieemto flounfh. 

* But whenever we dip into any Branch of Trade, 
that can be undertaken upon the Level with us by 
other Countries, we generally, if not always, 
prove unfuccefsful. 

* Let it therefore be conGder'd whether this be 
not a fure Symptom of a lurking Dlfiafe^ which 
may in Time, bring on the Diuolution even of 
that Trade that is left : It is therefore high Time 
to enquire what the Caufc thereof may be , that 
we may appljr fuch Reme4ies as may be mofl like- 
ly to remove it. 

*■ Every Country, and ever]r Individual of g 
Country^ will always buy their Neceflaries firom 
thoie who aflbrd them th^ |)c(l, and the cheapefl ; 
fb that whoever can fell the bcft Pennyworths at 
Foreign Markets, mufl necefjfarily engrofs to them- 

f iclves all thofe Branches of Trade, which they 
^ arc iQ enabled to maintain \ but the fevpr^l En- 

♦ gp^cics 
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eencies of our State (arifiti^ from a general 
fienevolenoe to Mankind^ which would not let us 
/it tamely by, whilft the liberty of our Meiehbours 
was invaded) have from Time to Time cail'd our 
for greater Sums of Money than our Parliaments 
were willing, or perliaps able, to give within 
the Year : This brought about Loans and Debfs^ 
and theie Taxes upon all the Condimption of the 
People, whereby tney were laid under a Neceflity 
to exa& greater Prices, for Art and Labour, in 
order to purchale for themielves the common 
Neceflaries of Life, gnhamed as tbfy are by ^axes ; 
and this iudden Rile in the Price of Art and La- 
bour, has made the working up of all our Manu • 
fi^hires vaflly more expenfive, than thole of any 
odier Country in Europe. 

* There are leveral Accidents which endear a 
Commodity to the Merchant, belides the firft 
Coft thereof: Every Alteration of the Prmum 
is at the Expenceof Art and Labour : Every Re- 
moval of it from Place to Place, is at the fame 
Expence, and tfaefe travel with the Commodity 
thro' all its Modlficatioos and Yoyages, till tbcf 
light at hA upon the Coniiimer. 
^ But the Wealth and Luxury of ibme Countries, 
imd the Poverty or Frugality of oAers, render 
the Means of thefe Alterations and Removals^ dtf*- 

ferent in Value. Where the Meceflaries of lift 

are cheap, there alio Labour and Art will be 
cheap ; and where thev are dear, there alio La* 
bour and Art will be dear ; fer the Artisans and 
the Labourers muft every where have as much 
for their Hire as will maintain thenu Wherefore, 
when a dear, and cheap woiidnfi; People, under-^' 
take each of them the lame Btinnels, the Manu- 
fiiAures of the one go to Market clc^'d with a 
leis Expence than thoie of the other, and can 
therefore be afibrded at a kfi Prioe ; and this is

to all. Bat there are ieveral Brsoches <^ Trade 
that depend upoD haying the Manofa&ures and 
Growth of one Country, and &lliug the £iine, in 
the fame Form to another; theie iuSer no Alte- 
rations, and yet tho" we buy them in the Place of 
their Growth and Production, on a Level with 
the Ltitcbj yet they afford them cheaper in any 
Part of the World than we {England and its De- 
pendances excepted, where they arc encumbered 
by the Navigation A&.) Here theCarri^e of 
the Goods is the only Thing that intervenes be- 
twixt the Purchaie and the Sal^ ; wherefore we 
may reafbnably conclude, that our chief Difad* 
vantage in this Bufinefs, muft lie in the Naviga* 
tiou; and this will more {>lainly appear, if we 
confider the Kature of Kavisation itfelf, and the 
Means by which it is executed. 

* In the firft Place, a ^hip confifts of many dif- 
*ferent Materials, fixme ofwhich are of our own 

Growth, and fbme not; but they are all of them^ 
however, to be purchaied by the particular Tra- 
der, and his firft Coft, whether dear or cheap, 
travels with his Ship, as a Weight upon all Com-* 
iDodides exported,, or itDported in her. 

* In the iecond Place, ail theie Pwkmmu of Ma- * 
vigation muft be wrought up and putt(^;ether by 
the Craft and Labour of Men, which differ in 
Value, according to the Country, wherein the 
Work is executed ; and according to the Affiduity * 
and Application of tfaofe employ'd in it; infbmuch 
that where Work is dear, and where the Luxury * 
aiid Indolence of the People renders them indolent 

^ and (low to work, the Building and fittins^ out a ' 
^ Ship muft neodflirily require a greater Sum of - 

^ . • « Money,- 
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MonejE, than in a Country, where the People are 
accuftomed to FmgalitjTy anil irfaere Neceffivies 
of Life are cheap; and tlus Difference of Expence 
is another Burden upon the Ship, and the Goods 
carried in her. 

< But when all this is done, there muft he pro^ 
vided ViduallinR fi>r the Voyage, and Sailors to 
navigate the Ve&l, and this creates another Ex- 
pence, diflkring alio according to the Deameis or 
Cheapnefi of the Place, where the Ship is vie- 
tual'd and man'd: And this difference alio at- 
tends her in all the Voyages ihe performs, and is 
a Clog upon all M erchaoidizes carried in her ; 
nor do they a£S^ only thofe ordinarily traded 
withal, hut even the Prhmtms of our Navigadoa 
them&lves, ilich of them eipedally as we are 
ohl^ed to import, either from our own Depen- 
danaes, or fere^ Countries. 
* This being die Mature of Navigation, it fol- 
lows, that as it is in a particular Manner influ- 
enced by the Price of Labour and Art, fy it muft 
be gready dearer to us, whofe Indufiry is inctnn- 
ber*d^mik ib many Taxesj^ than to our Neighbours^ 
who are. ib much eafier in their Circuroftahces.' 
I beCeve, by what is here advanced by our Au- 
thor, it will be concluded,^ that nothing can be ^ 
fiital to this Nation, as an ignorant, profufe Admi- 
niftration: Vain l^ojefts, expenfive Alliances, or 
BrAerieht muft be fupported by great Taxes, and 
great T«xes, if long continued, muft as certainly 
fink the Trade of any Nation: But we ihall (ay 
snore upon this Subjea upon iome other Occafion.

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E lately gave our Readen the Thoughts 
of a modem Author upon the &h- 
]eft of Trade, in which, we con- 
ceive^ theieveral Cauies or its Decay

.Nation, where the political Government is not skil- 
fully and honourablv adminiftred. 

Therefore when tne Flatterers of Men in PowejP 
pretend to tell us th^t our Trade cannot fink, it is 
plain they don*t know what they fay ; it has bee^ 
u)metimes poflels'd, and (bmetimes loft, bv every 
Country of Eninfe^ according as good or Sad Go- 
vernment i>revaird amongft them ; and fbme who 
enjoy 'd it in its largeft Extent, have now fcarce 
any Part of it left amongft them; as, the Author 
of the Trads concerning the pre&nt State of Av- 
lat$d^ whom we quoted, has very well obferv'd; 

who tells us, * That if we purliic Trade thro*

* Time (o TiipCf we ihall find it rendering thole 

* People gre^t an4 confiderable, who be^re it

.i<« jiMUfii^4^4)i» hdiwmr^ gmwverf Mifidfeiv 
able in Generaly from their Acqumaons in Trade, 
and even couniod Vy the Contenders ferthe Em^ 
fire; tho" they thcnnclves were of noJCapacity, by 

* RCUlbliTif their iiiwaid OiviliuiiSy and the littFC 
fiativc Power which they rcipedively poileis'd, to 
invade tlie general Liberty. 

* In fhe twelfth Ctiiwry, another trading Peo^ 
pie b^;^ to appear in the World, by the wamc 
of the O EafierTtngs\ the& ^ete iht Infaaliftlnts 
of fcvc Al fittle Maritime Towtis in Cwmmtf^ 
whoy to defend them&lves a^ift the frequent 
Pyracies, with which the Northern Seas went 
thea inrefted) alTociated theffiielves together, and 
in that Situation became €0 confiderable, that 
they continued to the latter End of the fifteenth 
Caitury, the (ble Arbiters of Peace and War in 
the North, and were, indeed, greatly confider"d 
by all the Princes and Sbftes in Eurcpe^ tho* 
their remote Ktuation and divided Interefts, rcn- 
dcr'd them but little formidable to the Liberty 
of the World. 

* But about the latter £nd of the fifteenth Cen- 
tury, the Trade of the World liiflferM a greater Re- 
volution than perhaps it ever had done . before,, 
and that Part Tiereof which was added to the 
Power of Spain f made all £jiropt tremble.

* The New World was difcovcr'd by the Spani" 
Ofds under Ferdinand^ and Gold and Silver^ which 
uU then was only to ^be acquired by long and

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painful Appticatiom to Induftryr, came in Ship- 
bodsy from the conquer*d Kingdoms of Fetu and 
Mtxkcy intx> SfMm\ and in the Year fifteen hun^ 
dredy the HmU'-^lnms or OEafitrlh^s^ thro' exceC- 
five Riches, Garclelfhefi, and Divifions amongft 
tfaefli&lves, ^vc the Engl^ and Dnub an Oppor* 
tuntty to fiimifh the World with dbolfe X}ommodi« 
des, which he&re only came thro* their Hands ; 
and here it ma^ not be amifs to ofaferve, that lb 
fiidden was then: Fall, who fi>r upwards of two 
hundred Years had ii^grofi'd all the Trade of the 
World to them&lves, that in the Year fifteen 
Hundred and fix, they had ftaroe any Bufineii 
at ail.

^ So confiderable an Addition was made to the 
Power iA Spiamy by the Trade of the GalUons to 
Jmmca^ that it cnang'd the Face of Affairs in 
all E$Mf9 ; for CJbfWbv the F^hy with all thofe 
Treafiires at his Command, mmd it eafy to be 
eledl^d to the Empire oiGmnsm^ by wiiich he 
was made at onoe a great Over-'ballance for the 
r^ci EttTtfe\ and had not a great many Things 
confpired to re&ue Mankind from fiich animmc^ 
diate Growth of Power, it is much to be doubted, 
whether all thofe Alliances which were form'd 
againft him by his Cotemponirics, who were a 
wife and warlike Set of Princes, cou'd ever 
have kept him within Bounds. 
But this great Increafe of Power, by the Trade 
of Americay added to the great Territories of ^paitty 
did not long frighten the World ; for in a little 
Time after the Spaniards grew into fuch a Difule 
of all Kinds of Induftry and Manufa^bure, that they 
were under a Neceflity of lending out the Wealth 
of the IndkSy as £ift as it came in. 

Vol. I. H All 
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All this Decay of the Sbamjb Monarchy/ mi^hf 
b^ eafily proved to proceed from the bad Admini- 
ftration of her Civil Government ; but this per-' 
haps we may treat of upon fbme other Occafion. 

Let it be only obferv*dy how often Trade has 
riien and fall'n ; how often it has ihifted its Quar-^ 
tcrs, and chang'd its Climate,, and bow precanous 
a Tick does bare Pofleffiongive to a Thinjg, which 
' is held by no other ^tnurt^ than that oi Induftry 
und good Government. 

And now we are upon this Subje£b, it will be 
neceilary to be a little particular upon the Condu^ 
of th« Datcby who for about a Century have got 
the Start of the whole World, in the Bufinefs of 
Trade and Kavi^don. 

In purfuing this Subjeft, we fhall find them fbme^ 
times advandng themfelves by Parlimony and In* 
dnftry, and at other Times, by Incroachments, 
Violences, and other Methods, no Way juflifiable 
by the Laws of Kations. 

I ihall &y but little of their U&ge towards the 
Engl^ in particuln-, and of the Means by which 
they eng[rois'd the whole Spice Trade to themfelves ; 
the A&ir of jtnbeyna is but too v^ell knowii> and 
perha{>s it is better it fhould be quite forgot, fince 
no Satisfa^on is ever like to be made for it. 

But it is remarkable enough, that almofl all thofe 
{>;reat Settlements which they are now Mafiers of 
in both Indies^ as well as on the Coaf^s of Jfrisk'^ 
formerly belong'd to the Portuguefe^ and were tit^ 
ken from them by the Dutch^ without any Caufe of 
C^tiarrcl, at a Time when that People were diQ>iri> 
ted, and had loft their Refolution oy the OppreA 
fions of the Stmiiards^ and were in no Condition to 
defend tlicmicJves. 

Even Fortune iticlf feem*d to favour the. Growth 
and Incrc^lc pf floUafjdy by a Concurrence of feve- 
ral favourable Circumftanccs ; ^d die Author of 

^lat^ 
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k late Pamphlet^ call'd Seafinabk Remarks upon 
n'radey fays * that tho' the Dutch had in their Infancy 
ievcral X)ifficulties to ftruggle with, yet on the 
other Hand, fb many 1'hings confpired to raile 
their Power, that in a ihort lime they furmonnted 
them all. 

* The Misfortunes of 'Portugal^ the Severities of 
the Injuifition throughout all the Dominions of 
Spairiy tne Perlccution in Francty and the Trou- 
bles in Engiattdj all happening at, or very near, 
the lame Time, made Holland (as it were) an Afy- 
lum for all the Trading and Rich People in £tt* 
rope. They proceeded intent upon Trade only^ 
engag'd in no Wars this Side of the World, but 
filch as were for their Prcfervation, and even 
thofe within their own Country ; which were 
therefore to them rather an Inlet than a Drain of 
Treafure — - 7hey kept the Confitmbtion of their PcOf 

frre from exorbitant ^xes^ at a Time when thcit 
Neighbours were under heavy Debts; and by 
this Means continued the Price of Labour at a 
moderate Pitch. — - But abov« all Oeconomy and 
temperance were the ufiial Recommendations to 

Places of Trufl and Power in the State Thi« 

besot an univerfal Parfimony in the' People, and 
fufpended for a Sealbn, thofe Evils which fbrnc'^ 
times ^ow from exceffive Riches, and which fbme 
of their Neighbours already began to feel in an 
encreafing LiUxury and Protufion. 

* All thefe Accidents, and precedent. Councils (I 
&y) have advanced them to a higher Station in 
Trade, than any other People ; and (little as 
their Couurrv is) if the^ have not excluded their 
Dominions m Europey it feems to be not from^ 
any want of Power, but from a Defe& in their 
Conflitution, which is fitted rather for Preferva- 
tion than Conqueft ; fince one Negative Voice, a 
Thii^ not liard to be purchaied amongft a Peo* 

H z pie, 
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pie, w6e are rather ftu^tous of Weakh than of 
Glory, is aUc to overthrow the beft concerted 
and moft proiperous Enterprixe. 
* But the PauninionT, and other Domeftidc Vir- 
tues of tiie DtOcbj vj wMch they were ib long 
enabled to ttBSxSkA almoft all the Trade of the 
World, have within a fi:w Years greatly given 

Way to Expence and F^re. They have al^ 

readv a Tafte, fer thole Follies which the World 
is pieas'd to call by the Name of Ekgatit IJtfhigy 
as well as for fumptuous Equipages ; and. they can 
indulge them&ives in t^kt and Lmxtajy withooc 
becoming odk>us to their Fellow Cidxens. *—— . 
And whenever they arrive to /lich a Fitch, that 
Oeconomy and Temperance ihall no longer be 
the Recommendadons neceifiuy to qualify »Maa 

for Places of Truft and Power in the State; 

When the ambidons in the State ihall find oue 
fomc agreeable Way to Popularity by Expence 
and Profbfion ; vaa when the People begin to 
have a Tafle smd RelslSi for the Sweets of foch 
Engagenients; the States of HdUitd (peiiiaps ill 
38 ikon a Time as the JiMts-^ewns) will eeaie 
to be high and m^htyj their Power at Sea wiM 
devolve upon Ava^ other Peopk, and they may 
chance to be reduced to their prinutive Fifluag^ 
Boats again. 

^ The Syn^loms of this Decay are already Vfon 
them: It is therefofie higbly pr<^>er for us to 
diink of Means, whereby to prevent fo great an 
Addition as thar Lofi of Tnule would moke to 
the Strength of any other A4Ar ahtstfy conftderabk 
in Emftftj left fuch an Vmon of Power and Riches 
might inTime prove dangerous, not to tmrs dbne, 
hmt U the Liberty rffhe frirU in Gewtral. 
« *Tis plain, that upon our own Bottoms, we axie 
uneqtial tothe Undertaking ; our Condition is al- 
ready what that of HollmA is about to ^ ; our

* vide: And the £xpenceofManufa£bires, by means

Thus far our Author : Who after making 

tliele Juft Remarks, propofes ibme Expedients to 

remedy thcfc Defe^. The Chief of which is> 

to eflaolifli Manufi&ures, and encourage Naviga- 
tion from thofe Parts of the BrHiJb Dominions, 
■where all the Keceifaries of life are to be purchafcd 
at a very low Price ; and he thinks the Kingdom of. 
Ireland vtry happily /ituated for that Purpofc ; and 
without fomc mcfa Expedient, -he thinks we cannot 
carry our Manu&dures abroad upon the foot of 
other Nations. 

It is no Doubt, that as we pojQefs fo many Ifl^nds 
in Jlmerica^ as well as Provinces upon the Continent 
in that New If^orld^ that a very beneficial Trade 
may ftill becarry'd on betwixt SubjedJ: and Sub|e<5t, 
and which will ^port our Navigation ; provided 
the Inhabitants of thole Parts ihould not be put 
iOit of Humour by rapacious and tyrannical Governors^ 
which may render them Itfk induftrious, and make 
them even wilh for a Change : But I am ftill in 
Doubt, whether, if we ihould lofc upon the Bal- 
lance of Trade with Foreigners, whether the Profits 
by our Navigation to our own Plantations, will 
bring us in as much as our Luxury will carry out. 

We now feel the Benefits of the Navigation Adt, 
without which (confidering what Changes have 
been in the Afiairs of EurtAe fince it was made) 
we muft have funk ; yet I have. never heard the 
Authors and Promoters, of it thank'd by the Wri- 
ters of our Times ; bjjt perhaps they thmk there is 
.nothing to be got by expreffing any Gratitude for 
the Advantages derived to us from the Reigns of 
cither of the Sons of the Royal Mariyr. - — This

T is look*d upon by Men of Sen&, to 
be one of the moft ridicolous ^:t}u- 
dices of Party, to extol Perfbns in 
great Employments, for luch Qua- 
nfications as are look'd upon with no 
Eftcem, when poflcls'd W Men in, 

private Life. How often have I hcara a certain 

fefoh Iq great Power cry'd up for a Micbsaveif 
becauie he was acquainted with the Road, or com^ 
mon Form of Bufinels in the Treafury^ which a 
Carrier's Horie would have underftood m half the 
Time he had been in it ; and, whenever any thii^ 
has been named in Company concerning <7kxM, or 
the Revenues^ if any of his Flatterers nave been 

C relent, they have quoted him as a Ncnpareily for 
cing Mafter of that profound Science, that fttf0 
and three made^oe. 

The WordTaiAsvaY (it muft Tie confefs'd) is 
a very big Word, it tarries Power in the very 
Sound of It ; and therefore, the/e wife Men rf Gh^ 
$ham^ wou'dpcrfuadeus, that whoever bears a Swav 
tberei mufi| of Conieqt)ence| be endu'd with a Skill 

and 
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«id Kncnrledge iiipcrior to other Men ; whetieas 
weof midling Underfbndings know very -well, thtt 
a fioy, with conunon Arithroedck, being a little 
vcrs'a in the Forms (provided he had common Ho- 
nefty) might acquit himielf at the Head o£ a ^rta- 
fitrj^ to the Sati^^ton of a Kadbn. 

If we confult Hiftory, and eiamine all the Go- 
"vcmmcms that ever have been in the World, or if 
we look into the different Commonwealths now fub- 
fiftina;, welhallfind, that the Bufineis of receiving 
and mfperfing the Revenues, has ever been regar$> 
ed as a Matter of no Science, and has been thought 
to require as little Un der ftan ding, as any the moft 
ordinary Avocation of human Life. 

In the Ottoman Government, the Prime Fizferp 
who is generally a military Man, manages the Ke- 
eotiations of Peace, as well as commands in the 
War ; befides which, he executes die A&irs of 
the Revenues for a Country about twelve Times 
the Extent of Great BrHMin ; all this he performs 
bythe Means of Seventy Receivers, who account 
once in three Months with the Receiver-General 
at CmfioMtinopkf and he, one Day in a Wedc, maJces 
up his Accounts with the Prime FhJer ; and tho* 
theie Revenues mufb be much lai^er than thoie of 
Great Britain^ it does not cofl the Government a 
fourth Part fb much in coUedii^ them^ which is 
a great Advantage to the Peoole ; but if a Man 
there was to extol one of thelc Minifters for his 
prodigious Skill in the Revenues, it wou'd be look*d 
upon as great a Jeft, as it wou'd amongft us to pro- 
aaim a Man a Conjurer, becauie he cou'd read 
and write his Mother Tongue. ^ 

But this Humour of attnbutinfi; all the WiiSom 
in the Nation to* the Men who nave the Jlwerhig 
if the PMgck Mmety has prevail'd in other Coun- 
tries as well as with us. — -^ In the Beginningof the 
Reign of Harry the Fourth of JFraitcef therfeople 

being 
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being opprefi'd with the Weight of their Taxc«, 

frevv very uneafy, ib that a Rebellion was appre- 
ehdedy and it was exoedbed it wou'd firft break out 
in Britanny. Upon which Occanon the King con- 
fiilted the Duke of Sully y a brave OfEcer, and a 
Man of unblemiih'd Honour ; but ib little vers'd 
in Affiurs relating to the Finances, that he knew 
nothing of Accounts, and cou'd fcarce write : How- . 
ever, the King dcfir'd to know his Opinion, what 
was beft to be done, in cafe the Britons ihould rile : 
The Duke anfwer'd him very frankly, that his 
Advice was, to publiih his Edid: for pardonins the 
People ; and if it was i^cefTary that (bme-body 
nuft fufier for a Rebellion, that his Majefty wou'd 
be gracioufly.pleafed to bang up two or three of his 
Mnifiersy and he wou*d engage his Life, that the 
People wou*d iubmit, without the Appearance of 
Troops to be lent aeainft them. 

There was Ibmething very honeft, as well as 
brave, in Ipeaking ib ifrcely of Men, - who were 
anally at that Time, in thevCabinet-Council of 
the King. He told him further, that bad Govern- 
ment wou'd always make People unealy, and that 
they wou'd not only murmur, but if they had 
Spirit, wou'd endeavour to redrels themlelves by a 
Urong Hand, when they found Complaints had ao 
Eflfe^ ; and without that Spirit, they wou'd neither 
defend his Majefty nor their Country from foreign 
Enemies.:— —It leems to me (added he) • That 

* ibm<t of your Minifters have long been in a Plot 

* to ruin your Kingdom ; for firft, they are con- 

* tinually advifing new Taxes to be levied upon 

* the People, and then their Manner of railing 

* them, is intolerable ; by the firft the Country 

* is ^o impoverifli'd, that great Numbers in a fliort 

* Time, will be quite dilablcd from paying,-' and 

* by the Bribes and Penfions that they give, and the 

* Number of OlEcers employ 'd in colle61:ing, the 



frdtteft Pnt of what is thns iqueex*d firem t^e 
eoplCf is diifipatedy and never comes into your 
Majeftv's Cofiers. It ts true, I have never made 
theft A&irs my Study ; but as your Majcftv's Ser- 
vice has often lent me into the remotefl Parts of 
the Kingdom, I have ieen nothing but the MiA- 
ries proceeding fibom the Councus of thele pre^ 
tended Ewfert jykn ; and by converfing witk the 
Gentlemen in the Provinces, I have irarn'd, that 
the Remedy to thefe Miichiefi is ib plain anA 
eafy, that I could point it out to your Majcfty in 
a Qiarter of an Hoar.' 



Sincerity^ . enter'd into an Examination of this 
' ASair, and &w plainly, that all the Mifthiefi Al-

little Time he communicated the Duke's Scheme to 
his Council, without tellins them from whom he

In fioe^ witboot more wio^ he committed the 
Direakm of the Finances fokly to the Dube of 
^Uf , to the great Mortificatioa of our •xfitt Mm^ 
tx as die modem Phraie i^, our clevn Mm,» They, 
and their dilappointed Flattertn, fiieer^d ^pcnly* 
and iaid, there muft be fine Work when People 
were employ'd that were Strangers to the Bufinefi 
of the Sfv^yW.* «-^ But what was the Con&qoeace. 
^ of 
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of this Step \ He firft diihufs'd above half the 
GommifEoncrs and inferior Tax-Gatherers , by 
which an immenfe Sum was faved yearly to the 
State; and by thefe and other Regulations, in the 
Space of Ten Years, he paid oflF the Sum of two 
hundred Millions of Livres, which the Nation 
ow'd ; and when the Kin^ died, there were thirty 
Millions of Livres found m the ^rfofinyy and not a 
Shilling due from the State, either to Subje^ or 
Foreigner. 

What is moft wonderful^ is, that all this was done 
in Time of War, which fomc Men will pretend 
is a very improper Jun^re for redref&ng of Grie- 
Tance« ; whereas part of the Debt was contra^ed 
'hf his Predeceffors in a Time of Peace, {wbicb 
fime Aden think a very proper Cn^wiBure far creating 
Grievancfs.') It was alio brought about without 
laying one new Tax, and even by remitting Part 
alt what was laid before. 

After the Death of Harry the Fourth, Mary de 
Medkis liftned to the Perfwafions of fbme Peribns 
nrho wanted to fill their own Pockets at the £z- 
.pence of the Publick ; thefe infinuatecl to her, that 
.the Duke of Sully was indeed a Man of Honour, 
but that he had been bred up all his Life in Arms, 
-and was alto^dther unacquainted with the Mature 
-of thofc Affairs ; and that if the Finances were to 
-be managed by Men who had made fuch Things 
xhdbr Study, :nD doubt they muft ttun to &r greater 
Account. • 

*^ Now Ibme of bur clever Men were again brought 
' into fiutiuels, and very clever^ they manag'd ; for 
,in a fhort .Space of Time, they made fuch gro(s 
Miiapplications of the publick Money, that the 
Nation i^as again run in Debt, and the People in- 
to the iame Diftrefs and DifSculties, from which 
.thcDuke of .,SW/|f had reliev'd them, and this was 
' likewilc brouglit about in the Time of Peace. 

But 
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But there is one lS£k:€t of their Management, in 
which the Hifborians have done them Juftice, and 
therefore it oughr'not to be omitted here ; and 
that is, that they ara:andiz*d themieives and Fa- 
milies, and made iach immenfe Fortunes, that 
tbey almoft Ittd and goveni'd .the Country* as 
they pleas'd ; which is more than can be (aid 
of the Duke of Suify ; for which I know fbme 
of our expert Men of Bufinels here (that I ihall 
not at preient name) will pronounce him a Fool, 
it being a wife Maxim with them, ^at they and 
their GAs muji fatten upon the Pecfk^ thoi^b the hla- 
tson ferijb h it. ^ 

ButtheJe expert Men were fb long in BufineiS) 
that by ^he Time Lewii the Thirteenth grew to 
the State of Manhood, Affairs were in as bad a 
Situation, and the~^People as uneafy as ever ; where* 
fere this Prince confulting Cardinal BJcblieu (who 
at this Time was entirely unacquainted with all 
Bufinefs) what was to be done, the' Cardinal laid 
before him the Example of the Duke of Sully^, by 
which he gave him to underfland, that there was 
nothing in the Afiairs of the Revenue, but what 
might be executed, by the moft inexperienc'd Man 
ia the Kingdom, provided he had an honeft Heart 
and clean Sands. 

In £ne,.the Cardinal was prevail 'd upon by the 
King, '"to take the Finances into his own Mana^- 
cnent, and without ncw-Schemes or Pro)e^s,.only 
treading in the Steps of the Duke of ShUj^ he 
doubled the Revenues of France, without impofing 
one new Tax upon the People ; and this:hc brought 
to pais in the Space of fifteen Years. '.. . 

Wc. have given the true State of fmnce\m6&x 
^hoic expert Men^ as we find it in their own Hifto- 
rians ; by which it may be (cen, that as long as 
a Nation has the Happinels of being governed by 
Peribns of that Character, every Publick. Fund 

will 
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will be attmdod with a Deficiciicir» this DeGdeocf 
muft be allow'd pA by the Appbcation of Biibet» 
then the Bribery and Defid^icy both muft be 
fliade good by new Taxes upon the People. 

Bat periiaps it may be as great Comfort to a 
Kation to be niin'd by ^mie ftupM Feople, who 
have had a great deal ^of Experience in jOEiirs, as 
6it a Pttient to be poiionM by ibme Afiof a (Daftor^ 
vdio has takeniiis ucfgnts r^larly. 

Upon the whole, it is plain, tnt the Mana^ 
loent of die AraemMx, ^Mcei^ &c. requires notbmg 
but a li^ Int!q;rhy (which indeed, fer ought I 
know, may be a Qualificatifln hard to be raund) 
hat however, it will alvrap appear the Hei^it of 
Folly to Men of Senie, to hear People jpned up 
as Politicians for fertkxing and^fiscAig^dioK Afisn, 
wfaidi aMan may racoeed in with a very fiiperfidai 
Underflandine; and (uch People too who in Things 
which demand ibme Addreis, diftover a msAfian^ 
dalmts ^gmnntci^ and an Incsfadty whidi may prove 
fital to their Country. 

^ A pilfering Fellow, with a low mechanick Go- 
ntus, u as much out of his Elemem when £cc to 
direft the Machine of a ^tc, as a FhMUn guid«- 
ing the Chariot of the Sun, and therefore it ss no 
Wonder if their Condud: is juft the lame; and 
whep we hear fiich Pec^le extoU'd fer their great 
Parts, we may modeftly apply the old iMin Pro- 
verb, hk Sifhf nkra Ortfidmn^ Let them ke$f to their. 
PMrhig. 

But this is a kind of Digreffion ; for our Pur^- 
pole was to fhcw by the Example of all the Go- 
vernments that ever have been in the World, 
xhat the Bafinefs of a Treaiurer (though a great 
Truft) was never look'd upon to require any 
thing but a very ordinary Capadty ; and there~ 
fore it will lead us to wonder, why in EngUnd^ 
of late Years, Men upon all JEvcnss torn their 

Eyes 
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EyM upon the Trealury, as if all die WilSom in 
tbr Nwfon was confined to that Hkc, let who' 
UMI prdidc there : I (kf, fuch an Enquiiy u thi» 
wou'd not be unworthy ^ the honeftcfi Man in 

I will only fay, that where-eTcr the Trfa/urt 
&is gOTcni'd the Kingdoffl, the People ha« al- 
ways been the Prey of particular Men ; I cannot 
indeed bring many Examples from Et^^ Hillorjr 
to prere this Tiirth; becaiift oar great Miniften 
ft iiu e iij difflain'd the £iAp1oyinent; as Ibmething 
unworthy the Qenhis of a Statcfinan ; — ■. .. 
But I bare produreil fynVi Inftanccs from Fretirb 
Biftory, and couy produce many mow. And I 
remember partkulsrly, in the Ragn of Cbatlei the 
Ninth of france, the KSiigdom fiifer"d moft fe- 
yendf by tHe wietxt Injhimtt which thofe at the 
Head of the Finances had in the Councils of the 
IGng ; Aoot whkh Tune the- Efhncs of the King- 
dom being affcmbkd, it was relblv'd, that the 
moft fup, feiffftrmife, BS Wtll as rffeStralvf-aj of re-

H E Authof of a late Pamphlet, inti* 
tied. An Empihyhrio the CmduB cf 
Great Britain^ &c.^ has by a Turn 
of Reaibning peculiar to himfelf, en- 
deavour'd to convince the Wbrld, 
that Spain labours under the Misfor* 
tune of a moft ignorant and weak Adminiftration, 
and to prove it, he (peaks Spamjb^ and has quoted

He has demonftnited the Sillineis of their ez-

I 
am the fonder of it, becaufe I find it is the general 
Opinion of our Merchants, that Spain may fub/lft 
without the Manu&^res of Great Britain ^ as 
well as Great Britain without the Gold and Silver 
of Spain ; and therefore I hope I jfhall not b6 
counted a bad Subject if I declare, that I wiih 
for a firm and lafting Peace with Spain^ rather 
than with any other Power in Enrope (not except- 
ing France itfelf O ^i* I find, that if our Accounts 
from CadiZi for a Year or two paft, be true, France 
has fo far profited by the ill Humour of the Spa-^ 
niards towards us, that their Flota's for New Spairi 
have been loaded for the moft Part with French 
Manufadiures. 

It may leem ftrange to fbme, that the fame ill 
Humour ihould not Ihew icfelf towards France^ 
fince they are Parries in the fame Alliance; but 
it may be obierv'd, that in all Alliances, tho* the 
general Tranquillity , and the comtnon Good of 
all the Parties concem'd, are the Pretences on 
which they engage, yet if a particular Intefeft in- 
terferes, it is leldom negleoed by that Power 

which is to profit by it 1 do not mention thb to 

refle£b on the prefent Condu^ of France, It i» 
well known, that in the late War, the Dutch car- 
ried on a feparate Trade with France^ not very con- 
fident with the Terms of the Grand Alliance, be-' 
cauie they found it for their private Advantage ; 
and tho' the common Enemy was ftrengthened 
thereby, yet the private Beneht accruing fi*om it 
to the States f otttweij^'d that Oonfideration.

of Confequence the Succours which jrou afforded 
them, bore no Proportion to their Expe^tions, 
nor to what it was thought convenient to flatter 
them with : It is true, this Alliance did not laft 
long, nor did your Majefty expe& it wou'd, for 
the Dutch began to be alarmed at your Majefty's 
great Power fb near them, yet it anfwer*d your 
Purpofe; for by thefe Means your Majefty came 
to te acquainted with every Thing that pafs*d in 
their Councils, which was of infinite Ufe toyoa

But ibme Inftances more modem may be pcoduc'd 
of Princes, who have enter'd into Alliances with 
other States, upon no other View, but to wcal^n 
and deftroy them : Such was that of the late Czar 
of Mufcvoy with Denmmk. Thb qnterprifiog Prince 
havinz poffeis'd him&lf of Lsvoma and bgroj be- 
came Matter of two noted Sea Ports in the Baitick ; 
it is no Secret now, that he laid Defigns of extend- 
ine his Conquefts Southward, but there were two 
Maritime Powers in his Way, too Potent for his 
new rais'd Fleet to contend with, thefe were Swuktr 
and Dmmark ; the Dam guards the Paflage of the 
Sound, and may therdbre be fiid to command the 
Bahsik^ and of Coniequence the Czar muft have 
it in his Heart to deftroy him firft : But what Me-* 
thods did he take for this Purpofe \ He enters iitfo 
an Alliance with Denmark againtt Sweden^ by which 
Means he kept thofe two Powers employ 'd in weak- 
ening each other, while he ftood by an unconcern'd 
Spedator, iqfomuch, that the Squadrons of thoie

tence of nisddng can End of 'the War at once, he 
prpjcj^ed with Denmark the, making 9 X^e&CQt. na. 
Scbofieftf and to that Purpofe came down the Bahkk 
JviQie}^ :9^ith a Bodyof ^aoop Men on Board, and 
Ifinded them in Dmimuk^ as had been ^reed ; the 
Xjing of Dntm^rk was alio ready, and tho' a Day 
.was £x'd for ^ JDeicent, die Oar found Meana 
of delgyii^ it, and fo coodnued Kp do from Time 
to Time, that the Dan^s were juftly akrm'd, and 
when be was mifli*d for an Amwer, he look qS 
die jMaskf and declared there ihould be noDefteat. 

Upon .this tt« D0ms had nothing to do but ^ 
ffa-engthen their Pofts, and employ their Amuf 
to defend tbcmielvcs agaiitft the RnJUUns^ whkh 
was defign*d to conquer Swedw ; and happy enough 
tiiey chpi^ht t^amyes when they got rid of th^ 
dangerous AjlUes* which was -not done till the Goua* 
try was $;xtreamly harrais'd and ippoveriih'd, 1^ 
their living & long upon them.

wortliy of a Kinf\ nor was it ati idle Boaffc to 
conceal ah inward Fear, or a rude Iniult to pro^ 
voke the Reientment of flich as had not o&nded 
us ; it was the Refult of ^ood .Council, and his 
Mnefy made good his Word in all ReJ^Sls. 

it will not be material here to give a Detail of 
the War: Let it fiifiice, that the Valour of the 
Duke of Tork, afterwards the unfonunate King 
Y^mes the Second^ gave iuch an. Example tp the 
'Englijb Nobfl^y many of whom attended ]>}m in 
this War, tliat the Efijrl^ Flag was every where 
victorious, and the Hollanders were made to re- 
pent of their Iniults upon us.

thei^ore they were lent back with Scorn. 

Wherever there is a c^rrf/pt AliHtfar at the Head 
of Afikirs in a Kation, there rnuft be Difemt0nU and 
Aititmurs ^mongi\ the People: Then it is that the 
pHblick IptMfitre h laid out in Br'ies to raife a Fadi- 
on to Snppott this MAN againft the juft Re&nt« 
inents ot* his Country > and tlie Intereft of the 
State, with Refpc^ to other Nations, is no raone 
thought on, or reg^dcd, than if it was not the Bo- 
fincis of that Minifter at all; if aity Gonimotions 
arile^ thene are bat one Way of doing Bufkieii,

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and that is by bujring them oS with Money, or 
obtaining a little l:* or oearance for a Sum, which is 
bleeding a Nation at every Vein. 

What the Effedfc of a corruft Senate muft be, may 
be iecn by AfachiavePs Hiftory oi Florence', there it 
may be obfcrv'd how bad Government within , 
weakens a State without. 

There were in that Qty (brait Men of choice 
Spirits, who not being tainted with the Bafenefi 
of the Times, had it ih their Hearts to relieve 
their Country > they now and then made iiich 
feint Attempts as their little Strength wou'd al- 
low, and were generally unfuccefstul, their Ac- 
complices and Fartizans oeing bought off by thofe 
in the Government ; thus was the People's Money 
employed altogether' to keep them m Slavery: 
Amongft the reft, RJnaltiOf a Man of great Wii^ 
dom, and Refblution, gathering together what 
Force he could, made an Attempt for reftoring of 
Liberty ; but as his Fortune was no better than 
that of others, he with ieveral other Citizens of 
moft Honour and Repute were banifli'd their 
Country : At his going off he made this remarka* 
ble Speech. 

* Of the Viciffitudes and Uncertainty of For- 
tune, I have had Experience enough. I have

After the Baniihment of lUnaldo and his Fol*- 
lowers the Htftorian tells us, that Ftotence wais in 
a mifcrablc Gmdition, for a Pack cf Kfile Ififormirs 
KVtrt k^ in P^, ^ that the moft worthv of the 
Citixens were ofeen queftion'd and molcned, not 
onlr for their Inclinations and Patties but for their 
Reifations and private Gonefpondences, and fb 
went on to harrais every one whom they fu-* 
ipe6b:d of being Enemies to the Sti^te^ and Friends 
to their Gnintry. 

The Government ftrengthen*d itfclf with new

Certain political AutHbr tells ^s that 
nothing is more mortifying to a "brave 
and fenfible People, than to obiervc 
thofe trufted with the Adminiftration 
of their A flairs purruii>g Meafurcs 
dire^ly oppoiite to the true Intereft 
of the Kingdom; and it is ftill more ihocking if 
they lee them contributing to make another People 
great, ^hole Greatneis mm render them little* 
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: Machiawl lays it down fi>r a Rule which isribarce 
ever liable to Exception, that in Matters ol Empire, 
fPTfoever is the Caufi if anofber*s Adifanceminty it cvr- 
tainfy the Cauft of his own DiminuHon,^ A -Kingdom 
cannot rife to any confiderable Pbwer without 
threatning Danger to it's Nekhbours — jfer Ambiti- 
on was never known to fet itfelf any Bounds. 

A JSfation therefore whicb condnuesr vA a State of 
Indolence while another is rifing upon her, or (what 
is worfe) which is drawn in to advance tli6 Defigns 
of ibme artful and defigningKeighboUry difcoversa 
moft abundant i^//y and a mean Courafftj and nothing 
is more odious to the Generality of the People than 
this hSty for the Multitude are apt to reipedt: Valour 
in their Governors, even when it proves uniuccefsfuL 

I woii'd not be underftood herebv that a Com- 
monwealth ihou'd fend Armies or Fleets about the 
World in Queft of Adventures ; this would be a 
ridiculous Piece of Knight-Errantry ; but yet there 
is a Bravery in Council as well as in Ai^ion, of 
wliich we might draw many £xamf>les from our 
own HiHory, particularly from the Reign of ^^m 
Elizabetby when no idle Bravadoes were ufeS to 
draw the Scorn of other Nations upon us, but fiich 
a wife Refolution always exerted itfelf in Council^ 
as maintain'd us in the Refbedb of the whole World. 

But it is peculiar to weaK and ignorant Governors 
to be timerous, wavering, and irrcfolute in their 
Councils ; Peace makes them wanton, yet the Pro^ 
pcd of War affrights them ; they change their 
Meaiurcs with every Quarter of the Moon ; If they 
found the Trumpet to Day, to-morrow they arc 
' at the Knees of their Enemy imploring Pardon. 
. Machiavel iays, that all wife Commonwealths are 
very cautious of defeending below their Dignities, 
or ftooping to fiich Things as may give any Neiglv 
hour (with whom they may happen to be embroil d) 
an Opinion of their Weaknefi or Want of R^efoluti^

We iee that in pdvafie Life, the Man wk^once 
cftabliftes a Reputation ,for Courage, h?es psace»« 
bly even amengft Bulliss, he i» made Umpire itt 
Points of Honour, he decides other peoples Quar-^ 
nlsy but ftarce ever has any of his own ; while tlie 
poor pofiianimous Creature that cringes to the Man 
naft has iniiilted him, is bfmight mukr Catttvikutkn if 
mm ^Me BuUy cflAc ^azvn: 

I will heboid to fay that the Cafe is i^e fame even 
imthegreatA&iirs 01 Empires and. Slates, aad than 
Nation which is quick in €ovrc6^g any Powes 
which Ihall preiume to iniiilt her, will never be re- 
duced to die miierable Necefiky of bt^ing JUumces 
with Mmtyy which Machiavtl call a State ofServkude. 

If I am ask'd to what Purpoie are thcfe Things 
nrg'd, I freely anfwer I think no Subjedt can be 
more fcafonable at the prefcnt Time, when fbme 
Men have lcam*d ib ab}c6fc and flatiih a Way of 
talking^, as if their Country was unable to iupporc 
i:felf by it's own Strength, and that it fubfilted only 
at the Mercy of foreign States. 

It is a (iangcrous Thing to the Commonwealth 
to (}ueli the natural Goorage pf a brave Peof^le, and 

certain 
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Ceftain I am that the Diicoudes of the Men I have 
juft hinted at, have a plain Tendenqr that WayJ 
for if we were to a6t as balely as they talk, I will 
own that Courage wou'd be of no Ufe to us, for 
in all Probability we ihould foon have Nothing left 
worth defending. 

• They tell us that any Peace is better than a War, 
which is the falfeft as well as moft cowardly Notion 
that ever eiiter'd into the Head of the raoft bung- 
ling Politician, and the advancing it at this Time 
carries an Infinuation with it highly prejudicial to 
the Honour of our prefent wife and aole Adminiftra- 
tion, as it tends to poiTefs us with a Notion that the 
Treaty newly concluded with. Spaifty which has coft 

fo much Time as well as is prejudicial to the In- 

tereft of the EngUJb Subjedb. 

As for ray Part, I am no Way influenced by 
theie Infinuations, and upon confidering the prefent 
Grcofflftances of Gnat BrHaitiy I am convinced 
that the Terms of this Peace, when they are made 
publick, will appear to the whole World to be 

advantagious and howoxxxMc ior England, 1 

have faid bcfore^upon another Occafion, that there 
is no Nation fo low or contemptible but may at all 
Times obtain Peace if they will but fobmit to the 
Demands of their Enemies. —- The Romans might 
have had Peace when Hanibal was at their Gates, 
after two or three of the greateft Overthrows that 
ever happened to them whde they were a State, if 
they wou'd have fubmitted to his Terms, but their 
Fortitude and Honour wou'd not iuffer them to do 
it; and fiich was the Generofity and Wifciom of 
that Commonwealth, that in all Conditions and va^ 
rious Changes of Fortune, under the greateft Cala« 
tnities, they never receded from their Majefty and 
Grandeur.

DiftreiTesi our Fleets have &iVdfeace£fy alon^ the.

I believe the moft fknguinc 
Malecoment will not pretend to ^, that the Spa^ 
niards are able to look tis in'the* Face at Sea ; and 
let it be confider*d what an Advantage we muft

\j tfaeje wooden Towers our Ship. We can carry* 
ilrc to their Doors, and keep it from our own; 
fiir whmi a Nation which is Miftrcfs of the Sea^ 
Ba^^ns to be ingagjd with her Enemiesv ibe has it 
air war Cboice to mke as great or as iinall a Shaece 
•f the War as may fuit beft with her Ddigm. 

The princtpai Terrors of a War arc thefe, the 
Dncad of a vi<^rious Enemy breaking into youff 
Frontiers, levying Contributions, and committing^ 
military Executions,, which are Circumftmice^ £w^ 
hmd caanot be fubjedk to ; the zceat Inconvenience 
to us mdl be the j&qwnce, aad the Eitpence of a* 
ifea War frugally managed, e^edaliy vhca. itl 
inuft be of fhorc Daratson, cou'd not break w.— «-«. 
The Dm$A aoc only kept, out o# I>be, but even 
grew rich by a War that hiAod (witk little iater-^ 
DHpcion) forty years: This was in the Begitming ofi 
their Commonwealth, when their Councih wero 
in& and their Managemeneuocorrupty audno doubt 
oa't fo h ours.

But Gtv4^ Britain J by her Situation in the midft of 
the Waters, has the Happineis which no other Pow« 
cr can be fecure of; that tho' fht ihould have War 
Abroad, fhe will lutve Peace at Home, and if ftue 
^fliou'd pay fbme Taxes for the Support of her Fleets^ 
Ifhe will tnink hcrielf well rcwarcicd by the Enjoy-' 
ment dlFanu^ ViBoriy and Enlai^ement of Com* 
mcrce ; all which fhc may, without Vanity, look for, 
while ihe has to do with anEnemy infenorto her in 
Courage and Strength — She will not be under a Nc- 
cedity of engaging with foreign Armies, or if ihe 
ifhou'd do it without a Neceflity, yet flill her 
People will be free from the Calamities of War. 

It therefore a Nation bleis'd with all thefe Ad* 
vantages, ihou*d fufier Encroachments upon her 
Commerce, ihou'd forgive Violences, and Depreda-, 
tions committed on her Merchants, or ^o much as 
give up the mofk minute Point of Honour thro' tho 
JDread of entering into a War, lhou*d we not count 

her altogether unvimhy of $be Cart rfProvideme ?

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Or ilieQ*d the MiniAecs of fiich ahappv State en^ 
into Alliances, and conclude Treaties aemonftrably 
ihockinfi; to her Intereft> ihou*d we not be apt to 
think there is ^mething more at the Bottom of it 
than meer IcNORANCB "i Shou'd we not iuppoie that 
they iiave ibme private Reaibns for endeavouring to 
break the Spirits of a free People, that being ezpofed 
to the Scorn of the whole World for their Folh and 
Cowardifey they may no longer think their liberties 
at Home worth preserving ? 

But thank God theie r ears are none of ours ; we 
have concluded a Peace, and tho* the Terms of it 
are not made publick to us by Authority, we may 
reft fadsfied (upon a View or our own Strength, as 
well as Weaknefs of the Enemy) that it is the moft 
honourable and advantagious Great Britain ever 
gain'd ; we may count upon it, I fay, that the £ne« 
my hath been oblig'd to make fuch SubmifSons and 
Conceflions to us, as will make the neighbouring Na* 
tions tremble at the Fear of roudng the BrHiJb Uon.

I perfomey the Sub^d!^ will not hereafter mur- 
mur at any Demand for Supplies that may be made 
upon them, for they will be convinced that their 
Money is better in tne Hands of the Minifters than 
in their own Pockets, fince it has been fi> well em- 
ploy'd as to reduce our Eneimes to a Mecefiity of 
rumthtg t^ and down the WtfrU^ f beg /rndfiti to us fir 
Peace upon our o^tnt Terms* 

All £lvn^ will now plainly fte that as our prefent 
wife and abl6 AGnif&rs did tlot Blitndjkii us into 
this ^arrel^ not were drawn into it by the more in- 
genious Cunning of any artful Ally <Mr Neighbour, 
whole Intereft it mi^htto be diftrefius, (bthey have 
difengag'd us from it with all Qrcumftances of Ho- 
nour and Advantage. 

Far be it from me to make a G)mpariibn betwiitt 
the Treaty of Seville and the Tipeaty of Utrecht; 
I am (enfible there is as wide a Diflkrence betwixt 
thefetwo Treaties as betwixt the Capacities and Ho- 
nour of the difierent Peribns concem'd in making them. 

I cou*d never hear of any Advantages gain*d to 
Great Britain by the Treaty oi Utrecht^ except the 
Ceilion of Gibraltar and FortMahone^ with the whole 
Ifland of Mnorcay of Hudson* s- Bay ^ of Part 

of the Ifland of St. CbrifiopherSy^ of Nova Scotia^ 

otherwife call'd Arcama^ with the Qty of AnapoUs^ 

Bjoyaly — ^the Demolition of LunHerifue^ ^the Ajften- 

to Contract, and fbme other trifling Advantages in 
Trade not worth naming v — I lay, I could never 
hear it fo much as pretended thatany other Conceflions 
bcfides thele were made to Great Britain by the Treaty 
ofUirecht^ beyond what fhe had obtained by former 
Treaties, and therefore it may be remembred, that, 
after the Acceffion^cf King Ge^^c tbe firft to the 
'^ VoL.L ^ Dominions 
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Dominions of theie Realms, the late 'EatX o£ Oxford 
was impeach* d in Parliament for advifing the Qh7££K 
to make the ^d Treaty, and it is well known mat no 
Pcrfbn appeared more aftive and vigorous ii\ pro- 
moting and managing the faid ImUachnetaj than one 
of the honourable Ixribns to Wnofe Counfels (it is 

fenerally believ'd) this Nation at prefent ftands in- 
ebted for the Treaty of Seville. 
For this Reaibn I think we ought to aflurc our- 
fclvcs that the Articles of the Treaty of Seyille arc 
infinitely more honourable and advantagious to 
Great BrHain than thofc of the Treaty ot Utrecht^ 
but however, I hope the People will not be prejudi- 
ced againfl the former, if they find the Engl0> Com- 
fhcrce provided for only as it flood upon the Foot 
of the latter, for fb I unaerftand this icperate Article, 
" Although, conformable to the preliminary Ar- 
ticles, it is laid in the fourth Article of the Treaty 
figtt'd this Day, that the Commerce of the Eng- 
UjD Kation in Jmerica ihou"d be re-eflablilh*d on 
the Foot of the Treaties and Conventions antece- 
dent to the Year one thoufand fcven hundred 
and five ; however, for the greater Exaftnels, it 
is further declared by the pretent Article between 
their Britamick and Catholick Majeflies, which 
Ihall have the fame Force, and be under the fame 
Guaranty as tlie Treaty figned this Day ; that 
under that general Denomination are comprehend- 
ed the Treaties of Peace and Commerce concluded 
at Utrecht^ the thirteenth o^ July and ninth of /;«- 
cemhery hi the Year one thoufand feven hundred 
and thirteen, in which are compriz"d the Treaty 
of one thoufand fix hundred and fixty feven, made 
at Madrid^ and the Schedulas therein mentioned ; 
the latter Treaty made at Madrid^ the fourteenth 
of December^ one thoufand feven hundred and 
fifteen ; as alfb the particular Coritraft commonly 
call'd the jij^ento^ tor brin^n^ Keg;rp Slaves into 
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*< ^tSfamJh InMes^ which was made the fixth Day 
•* of March^ in the faid Year 171 3, in Confcquencc 
'« of the Twelfth Article of the Treaty of Utrechu 

We hope I fay, that the Prejudice which fbme 
People formerly conceived againfi: the Treaty pf 
Utrecht^ will not give them an ill Opinion of thjs 
Treaty, fince there are (everal jirticks in this of 
Seville^ which have no Relation to that of Utrtcbty 
of which Number I take tliis to be one. 

" The introducing of Garrifbns into the Places

be opposed, whidi Article is in thefe Words ; 
** The contra&ing Powers engage to eftabliih, 
according to the Rights of Succemon which have 
been ftipulated, and to maintain the moft (erene 
In&nte Don Carlos^ or him to whom his R^hts 
fhall devolve, in the Pofleilion and Enjoyment in 
the States o^Tufcany^ Farma and Piacetaut^ when 
he fliall oncef be fettled there; to defend him from 
all Inlult, againft any Power whailbever, that 
might intend to difturb him ; declaring them- 
lelves, bv thisTrearv, Guarantees ftr ever, of the 
Right, PoiTeflions Tranquility and Quiet of the 
moft ferene Infante, and of his Succefibrs to the 
laid States. 

I know vexy well what the difafiefbed will iay U]^ 
on this Article.— —They will run on in thor 
uliial Way ; Why ihould we engage to cftabliih and 
maintain Don Carlos in thole haHan Dominions? 
What is Don Carlos to us, or we to Don CarloSy that 
we ihould run the Hazard of engaging in an expen- 
five War, to fecure Dominions for him ? What 
Equivalent does Sfam ^ve to Greai Britain for all 
this ? — Is not this the lame Don Carlos whole Sue- 
cefllon (we were oerluaded, about three Years, by 
the reverend Author of the Enquiry) it was incum- 
bent upon us at all Hazards, to prevent, as an Inci- 
dent which threaten'd Danger to the Intereft of 
Great Britain in particular, as well as to the Ballance 
of Power in EkiroU ? And was it not given as a prin- 
cipal Realbn for tne extraordinary Expences we were 
at in hoftile Preparations ? I know, I lay, they will fiiy 
all this and every thing elle their ill Nature can 
luggcft, in order to reprefent the Proceedings of our 
pre^nt wife and able Minifters as weak and inconfi- 
ftcnt in the Eyes of the People. 

But 
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^ fiut as all our Succefles are fb noany Mortifica- 
tions to thefe Men, it is no wonder the Treaty 
of Seville Ihould provokie their Spleen.

When only Ame of the Articles were Jcnowiiy 
and thoie from corombn Eame, Men's Sentiments 
concerning it were different; but &;icc it has been 
£ur^ printed and publilhed both in French and £m^ 
ii/ht we have the Satis&dionof finding the wh(3e 
World pretty near of the &nie Opinion, and Men 
jpronounce with a general Voice that it aniwers what 
they expe&ed from our wiie and able Minifters. 

But tno* this Treats ftands in need of no Juftifi- 
cation, yet fince it uill continues tlie Subic& of 
all Gonver&tions, a Man who (peaks to die Fublick 
is under a Keceffity of iayingvlbmething upon it. 

And now, perhaps, it may be thought incumbent 
on us to make an Apology ror ibme of our late Dif- 
courles, which (eem'd to (beak in Favour of war- 
like Meafiires. 1 confi^, it was maintain'd in 

this Paper that the followins; Saying, j^fiy Peace is 
freferame to a Wm^ which of late is io common in 
the Mouths of the Whigs, was a baie, cowardliy 
and sm impolitick ^Notion,— — ^thatit was more 
prudent as well as more honourable to loieai^f 
thing b)r open Force, that to part with it by an 

^nominious Treaty, that to give up a Point of 

Honour thro' the Fear of engi^;ii^ m War was 
what was never pra&iced either by ue Romans or 
any other wife or brave People,—^ and that buying 
Peace or Alliances was fure Deftru&ion. 

We compared a Commonwealth in this Sitiiadoia 
£ofi>me Perfoain private Life who had the Mis* 
fortune of bemg branded with the Charadter of be- 
11^ both a Fooiand a Coward, againft whom every 
BuUy that wanted Mone)r need only cock his Hat 
and lay hit Ibnd upon his Sword, and the 'Squire 
mcA open his Purle Sciings. 

Tho* we uig'd all thclc Things, -^c never pre- 
tended to maintain that War was to be choien be- 
fore any Peace, ■ fiu: from it, — we know 
that it is Peace wJiich «mft make Plenty floWf and 

that 
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that Trade and Arts feldom thrive in Times of 
War; and fince the Treaty oi Seville has been con- 
cluded as much to our Honour and Advantage, as 
the War was managed which preceded it, it would 
be unfeaibnable to write againft peaceable Meafures. 
If our PbfTeffions are afcertain'd to us, and our 

Trade well provided for, we may be content. 

I con&fs, indeed, that it has been the Cuftom here- 
tofore in Times of publick Treaties, for Writer^to 
put the Minillers in Mind that the People of Eng-- 
iand expefted to maintain their antient Poft of Hon- 
our, that o£ holding the Ballatice of Power ; but upon 
this Occafion there has been no Neceflity for liich 
Jklhnorandumsj and we have the Plealure to find that 
France and Sfain being again thoroughly united 
by this Treaty, that Point is fccurcd ; and if the 
Emperor ihould be {6 ill advifed, as to oppofc the 
Execution of this Treaty, either in Refpco: to Ihn 
Carhsy or to any other Article, his Miftake will be 
oar Gain, for it is not probable that he will be able 
to prevail againft the united Strength of England^ 
Francey and Spain \ therefore while the Spaniards^ 
with the Succours ftipulated, are fettling Don Carlos 
in If aly, the French may give his Imperial Majefty 
a h^ttle Divcrfion in Flandersy a Spot of Ground 
which has been a lafting Beauty in their Eye, for 
the Enjoyment of which they have figh'd thefe hun- 
dred Years; and if that Succefs fhou'd follow thefe 
Mealures, which may be realbnably expeded, 
France may extend her Frontiers on that Side, and 
gain a Country abounding with rich and populous 
Cities and Towns; and on the Side of Italy ^ Skffy^ 
BXidN/^lery may be again conquered for .Sj^;^, which 
will bnng the fiallance of Power in Europe cxa6fcly 
even. 

I am alio glad to find that our Right to Gihraltar 
and Port Mahoney which have been contelled by 
Rcaibn of ibme iLetters and Negotiations in the late 

Reign, 
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Reig^y are now afcertain'd to us by the eonfiruBiv^ 
Senfe efthis Treaty ^ which I fuppofe will iatisi^ the 
People, for I make no Doubt but our Minifi;ers» 
if they had thought it of any Confequence, might 
have prevaird on his Catholick Majefty in his pre-, 
lent good - Diipofition towards us, to liave fignify'd 
the true Intentions of his Heart, and have explain'd 
his Senfe of this Part of the Treaty of Seville in the 
inoft clear and explicit Manner that Words cou'd 
frame; and indeed, if our Miniftcrs had only con- 
iulted their own Vanity, the proairing an Article 
whereby the KmgofSfain^ in exprefi Words, ihou'd 
h^ve renounced nis new Pretenfions, xmeht ' have 
given them a handle for Triumph over tne Di&f-^ 
K^ed, who have made fbme Rout about thefe Places ; 
but (Ince it is not done, it is becauie it was not ne- 
ceflary, and our wife and able Miniflers arc con- 
tent with the Merit of doing what is Right, without 
courting popular Applaufe. 

We are told there are Ibme fecret Articles be- 
longing to this Treaty, and I confefs I &ou*d not 
be ferry if .this concerning Gibraltaf might be one, 
becaufe it wou*d ftrike the Diia&ded quite dumb. . 

But fince I have named Secret ./^rtkleSf I can't 
help extolling our Miniflcrs for preferving all our 
Rights and rofTeffions in our American Plantations 
upon the fame Foot, that they were' taken Gire of 
by the Treaty of Utrecht^ for I have obferv'd of 
late, that fbme Men fpeak very favourably of that 
Treaty, who were once purfuing the Perfbns that 
made it to Death and De&ru£bion, both them and 
their Families; but this is no Wonder, for it is a 
common Thing to love the Treafon where we hate 
the Traytors, and. we have been long enough in^ 
PofTeffion of this Treaty to know the true Worth of 
it ; nay, I find the JVhi^s in general are pleafed to 
allow, that the igrJommiotts Treaty of Utrecht is not 
jthe moft ignpminipHS treaty that ever was made, and 

certainly 
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certainlf they ace in the Right, if whar Phttip it 
C^Pums writes has any Weight with them. 

This Writer was secretary of State to Le^wis die 
Blevoith of Fraficty and he tells us that die French 
9XA. Englffl^ having a^p-eed to decide fbme D^ates 
betwixt the two Kations hy a Ttaity, the rrencb 
Gommifliaries difcorer'd rhofe who were emj^oy'd 
by the EmJ^ to be fb ihallbw and unknowing in 
the ^finas of Megotbdng, that his Mailer gain'd 
greater Advantages by their I^norancethan hecou'd 
favc propoied by a Uiccdsful War .■ And the 

Author rdatesy that he himi^lf being in Difcourfe 
with a Genrienum of-Gaficny who had ierved'as an 
Officer amongft the Engl^^ he ask'd him how 
many Battles the Englj^ had fought fince he had; 
firr'd amongS them; he aniwer'd, Mine; the Au- 
thor then defircd to know how often they had been 
de fea ted-; but once, anlwer'dtbe(?if/b/^^y and that 
is by the late Treaty, wherein they have been out- 
witted by you, hy which they have loft more Homur 
than they have gain'd by all their Battles. 

But this is a Digredfcon, — for we were going 
tofpeak of our Plantations in \^merka In look- 
ing over the Chart of that Part of the Woiid, I. 
perceived that the Ifland of Hifpauiola or St, Do^ 
mingo makes a confidcrable Figure, and by the lit- 
de Care which the Sfaviards have taken of it for 
feme Tears paft, one wou*d think it wou'd not be 
impjoffible to perluade them to part with it. — 
This Ifland lies betwixt Gtba^ Jamaica^, and Vorto 
RJcOf the Air is cfteem'd more temperate and healtliy 
than that of Jamaica^ its Length is betwixt two 
hundred and forty, and two hundred and fifty 
Leagues, its Breadth fixty in fomc Placcs;^ and 
where narroweft thirty ; we are told that the Pafture 
is excellent for Cattle, and the Soil generally fo 
fertile, that Roots of all Kinds come^ to Maturity 
io fixteen Days after they are fawn; but there arc 

other 
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•thcr Fropcrtie3 belonging to it, which perhaps 
wou'4 recomiscnd «t more to 9 tnuiing People, and 
Ooe pf theie is, that it is ^ond more excellent for 
Sugars daan auy ocber.c^the lilands, and much 
greatier Gi:op$ are product there, and with leis La- 
bour, than in Jfmuaka ; .thpre are alio Mines both 
of C^Id and oilver, but negkded for Wane of 
Hands to wcurk tbe^, as is indeed the Scigar Trade, 
for great Kivnbeh of the lahabitants have of late 
Yc^K been drawn off to the Continent in Jmirica^ 
which enjpys a more IkmriQui^ Trade,* ■■ yet, 
1 1^:xf^ ^^ XflAod wou*d he a deucious Moricl, vi^ere 
it in good Haod^. 

By good Handsj I own, I mean our own ; for 
tho' I ibou'd aUow tbe Frtioeb to be die moll ad< 
vantagieu3 AUies t;o ys in the Wprid, yet I can't 
help thtnkii;^ that if they were in PofleUlon of this 
fruit&l ifland, wka;t with their A^ivitv and what 
with their Induftry, they wou'd be able to fpoil 
oar Sugar Trade; aod I coafeis I ihoa'd have ap- 
prehended, thait tjUiy wou*d have endeavour'd either 
oy an open or a Sechkt Article to have wheedled 
the Sfamardi out <^ it, during theie Negotiation^, 
were X not thoroi^hly periiiaded tliat all the Trou;- 
ble they have gives tnemfelves was intirely detach'd 
from any Motive of panicvdar Interefl to tnemlelves, 
and the Pains they have taken for three Years paft, 
have been owing to nothing but tlieir extraordinary 
AfFed:ion to us. 

Whether .there arc fecret Articles or jjo, I will 
not take upon me to decide ; if there are none, ib 
a»uch the betta: for us, becaujfe in this Cafe we 
<:ao found the Bottom of the Treaty ; but if it ihould 
:be found o^tfaerwife, that ther^ arc fecret Articles, 
I will lay (bmuch the better again, becaufe we may 
count upon it that all Articles that are not declared 
fnuft be ftroog 10 Pur FAVour.

Ware of thefe Gentlemen wou*d not go oflf at 
Home, we did as trading >t^tions dp in other Goods, 
we try*d what couM dc made of thciii in foreign 
Markets ; but they were immediately tilrn*d upon 
our Hands with the Freight and all bther Expences 
Ioft| and they have lain as iiich a Drug upon our 
Hands ever iince that nobody will own them. 

But before we proceed farther in our Obfervati- 
ens upon this profound Science, it will be neceflary 
to inquire whether the Practice of it be lawful, left 
t^erlbns g( tender Conlciences Ihou'd be ihock'd at 
what is here advanced, — for the Illuftration of 
which Point I ihall have Recourie to the Propofals 
of the Author who has furniih'd me with the Idea 
of thisDilcoudc. 

" As to the Lawfulnefs of political Lyipg he pro- 
•* ])o&d to deduce it from it^ true and eenuinePrin- 
*V ciples, bv enquiring into the (eyeral Rights that 

V ManUnd have to Truth. — He intended to 

*♦ ftew, that the People have a right to Prhvaie 
♦* Triuth from their Neighbours, and OecoTwnkal 
** Truth from their own Families, that they ihou'd 
not be abufed by their Wives, Children, and 
Servants; but that they have no Right at all to 
^<»&/V4/frw/ib——^hat the People may all as weM 
pretend to be Lords of Maoi^ors, and to pofiefs 
great Eflates, as to have Truth told them in Mat- 
ters of Government. He propofed with great 
** Judgment, ^ to ftate the fevcral Shares of Man- 
kind, in this Matter of Truth, accordinMo their 
feveral Capacities, Dignities, and ProfcSions and 
to Ihew that Children have hardly any Share at 
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*• ril ; in Omdbficnceof which dicy hate rtrf fef- 
*• dom any Truth told them. 

The IVaftScc befng thtw m-wM undouBtedlV law- 
fol, the chief K^^rd is to dc had to the 27Wi^y that 
is, the FfofitaBkj for it looks frlly to tell a Lie to 00 
Ptfrpofc, and were it not fo, Mnrfer and Chamber- 
matis won^d be beft qtiafi^M to be Mmiftersof 
State^ and indeed tfie 9W hat knr fthtn Meit witfr 
the fame CafacMn hate had that good Fortune. 

The next Q^ion which will naniraHy occur 
wiR be, Whether tlte Right tf Coinagr offdhicaf 
Lhs be whoUtr in the hftniRers and tnoie dbpnted 
bv them ? arid here again I muft recur to my Aa- 
thor, who, a»a trtK Friend to Errgll/b liberty, ba^ 
determined it in the }^Mhfey ibr (fays he) as the 
Gotemmenf of EngfandnsA a hfixture of fkmocra^ 
thai in it, the Rignt of improving and fpreading^ 
lifh4tfLkimn(t he panly m the People; and nieir 
obf^inate Adheience to this ]oft Privilege has been- 
Cbnfpicaous at certain times. 

Since therefore it is equally &ir, juft, and hon» 
onrabie, to tijf fbr ana agamft a Miftiffrt^ die 
Attifty who wou*d fucceed tn either^ muft navt^ nt 
great Regard to the fn^ahU^ otherwise hb LrBf 
will return upon his Mands^ perhaps to the utoer 
Ruin of his Credit. 

But as Things aie beft illuftrated by Exampte^ f 
will explain what I mean by the ProSMf.

It is a fliamefiil Thin^ to fee feme Meii praftice 
this Art their whole Lives, and yet cohtinue iiich 
Dunces to the £nd-^No Doubt the Reader will per- 
ceive that I have my Eye upon the nodernProfeflbrs of 
the ^hig Party, wlioie Miftakes this Way are ow- 
ing to an Error in Education ; they are bred up iu 
iuqi a fix*d Averfion to Truth, tliat they cannot 
hour the A-ppes^rance of it ; in any of their G>mpo« 
fitiom, whatever they throw out, the naked Hook 
appears, and it is in v^ to think of taking in the 
ifeople when their Lixs are of iuch a Nature that 
the World perceives they don't belieye them them^, 
ielves. 

. Poy £bn is a filutiferoua Medicine in skilful Hands, 
lyut dangerous when adminifter'd by a Fool; and 

1!q is ti jfotitical LiR r- Therefore I think the 

JFl^gs inbu'd appoint Commiflaries to fit upon the 
Works of their JProfeflbrs, in order to ftifle all crude 
and indigefled Stu£F that may come from them, and 
if they had always taken this Method, I am pxxstty 
pofitive we ihou'd not have above one Sritl/b, or' 
Lonion Jsurpal for ^eie (even Years lail pafi. 
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Man no iboner ctimlM into a high 
Station but the buiV World fidls to 
examine into his nrtSy and if they 
don't difiovcr in him a competent 
Knowledge for A&irs both foreign 
and domdSick, back'd with a propor- 
tionable Share of Fertue^ ff^dem^ dXid, Hcfitwr^ they 
are apt to turn up their Notes. 

I have computed the Expe^tions of the Publick 
upon this Heady and find that diey demand at leaft 
^ much Honour in a Man in a great fimoloymeiit 
as would fcrve a Dozen of tlie beft dreii'd Gentle- 
men at JFhHe*% for the Bu(inds of that Place, and 
as great a (Quantity of Brains as fairly and equally

This may underftand the Policies and Intercfts of 
all the Governments of Em$f€y but that may under- 
ftand his own orivatelntercft much better. Here 

may be a Stateiman who can weigh the Ballance of 
Pow^fr-— there one to whom tht: MMlUaict tf Pmm' 
may be all Heatbem Grtekf but yet' he may hare an 
expert Hand at wei^^ Bribes w P^nfians. — ^ 

As for my Part, when I fc« a l/im make the moft 
of bis Talents, let thofe Talentis be what they will, 
I am apt to prcoounce him a ^at Man ; but if the 
Multitude be of another Opinion, I caa*t help it. 

I take ir for granted no one Minifter can plea& 
the jwfaole World. ~ The Di&fe6bed will be dif- 
•£Fe^d ftUl ; if it be Peace, they will call out fx 
War ; aad if it be War, it is ten to one bvK they 
will be as loud fer Peace ; wiiich naturally draws us 
in to iay fi}0icihing upon the Humour of the prefect 

Times.

«* wicked Point of ierving a frefent fZirrv. 

" In the former Caie, we ihould emplw all our 
'* naiwral Strength, and our natural-bom oubje^ ; 

«* the very ProgrclsW- the War would increase 

^* our own Strength, and the Expences of it would 
<* enrich our own Peoole \ whereas in the latter 
'* die, we muft employ an unnatural Strength 
•* and foreign Troops ; — we muft make a War 
^* on the Continent, in which our maritime ForcQ 
^< muft remain unexerted, ^nd the Expences of 
** which muft be iwallpw'd up in that oottomlefs

I 
have underftood for fbme Years paft, that no injn^ 
rious Epithet was to be ufed to any ^raytotSy except 
thole out of Employment, and I fhall continue of 
that Opinion till fbme Reafbns are o£kr'd on the 
^herSide. 

But in our Cafe there is no Room forRefledtions 
upwards.— -«— If Experience be the Miflrefsof Art, 
there never were Mintfters in the World fb skill'd 
in Negotiation as fbme now living ; we have, with-* 
in thele few Years, fccn a Chain of Treaties, link'd 
together in their natural Order, in the fame Manner 
as good Houlewives manage Black-Puddings.

The Reports that have been fb induftrioufly ^read 
in London have been traniimtted to us in Writing, 
and I ihall have the Honour of proving to you, m 
this ihort Letter, that Ibme c^them are Fallhoods, 
others Milrepreientatioas, and that, upon the whole, 
the moftChriftian King, our great Monarch, has 
not violated the Faith of any Treaty now fubfifting, 
much kis has he attemped to deceive fb good and 
sdvamagkus sm Jify as EnglmU in any thing that has 
been done at Dunkirk. 

In the firft Place we are told that certain Mafievt

pofcd to be nothing but a Bed of Mud ; but her^ 
again I can convi& them of another Falfhood^ fot 
at the Time that I am writinfi; this Letter, there 
are no more than nimtj nine Sail of Ships in the ^d 
Harbour, and fbrtie ot thole of ho great Burthen. 

Thirdly, They fcport that they were prclcot 
when the riles were drawn out,' which were driven 
in at the Time of the Demolition, in Order to ciit 
off the Communication betwixt the Harbour and 
the Chanel; and here indeed I will allow they 
may happen to fpeak Truth, becaufe thelc Pilds

Toe Ship lately built and launched here, which. 
is now gone upon her Voyage, is faid in England to 
be able to carry fix and thirty Guns, whereas it ia 
well known fte had no more than four and twenty 
mounted.— -Indeed there arc two others upon the 
Stocks, which are bored for mdre ; but if this ihou'd. 
give any Uncafineis, I will venture to engage tliat, 
there inall not be above feur and twenty Guns, 
mounted upon each.

a Nolle about opening the Harbour of Dunkirk ; nor 
can I help complainmg^ of it to you, who are my

PhtHpof Muedm made his Advantage of it : He 
bought more Cities than he cortquer'd, and bragg'd 
that there was none !b ftrong but an A^ laden with 
Gmld might enter into it. What was it made Cat- 
fha^y the once Rival df K^mr, to become a Heap 
off Rtibbifli 1 Was it not Corruption ? The brave 
Hannibal found it a harder Task to ftruggle witfci 
the corrupted Faftion of Hamo at home, than to 
wage War with the Ramans abroad ; and the once 
AourHhing Cartha^nian Co roin on w e a lth firfi became 
a Prey to the Avarice t>f its own Citixens, befor^ 
Hie was forc'd to lifbmit to the conquering Sword <j( 

Vet, Str, give me Leave to do both the Romans^ 
Gtrtks and Carttatrinhns the Juftice as to acquit 
Aiemof-ofte Kind ot Corruption that's to be found in 
the Age we now live in : I cannot call to Mind 
that ever tliey enrich'd themftWes with the AJoncy 
that was deftm'd for the Safety of their Country ; 
nor can you give any Inftance of one of them that 
lill'd his own Ooftcn with what was given by tlic 
People fin: Maintenance of their Armies in Times 
i»f iimiiiicftt Hazard of their tete : Hvcn in the 
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moft degenerated Ages of the World, it was account- 
ed Sacrilege, to divert to any privatt Ufe the Money 
that was let apart for fb great an End. 

Amon^ all Nations fucn Money was held equally 
lacred with that appointed for the Service of their 
Gods, and to purloin the leaft Farthing from either 
the one or the other was ever branded with the 
Blacked Mark of Infamy. 

The Poet had Reaibn to exclaim a^nft the fa- 
cred Hunger of Gold in the Times he hved in \ but 
there have been Times fince when he wou'd have 
had much more Reafbn to do to.

^f Miles removed from the Hazards of the iaft 
<* War ; and tho* Part of this muft be cxpofed^ 
<* when it pfles through the Hlht^ or Weftern En- 
« trance of the Chanel, It muft be confidcted that

Here no doubt I ihall agree with him ; but there 
is alio another Reaibn why it is our Glory and cur 
Strength^ and that is, becauie we makefucb good Uft 
of itf for Power in the Hands of weak and ignorant 
Miniiters would turn to no gteat Glory : It would 
neither gain us Honour or Reputation by a War, 
nor Advantages by a Peace : To a People in tliis 
Situation, Strength and Valour are of no Uic.

Though one* of our Diiputants (I mean the Gen-^ 
lleman in Employment) could objed; nothing to the . 
Reaibns here laid down, yet he would not yield and 
give up the Cauic, for (iich an Indulgence did he en-^ 
tertain for Blundering and IgnorancOy that he ftill in- 
^fted upon it, that a Man jought not to be poniihed 
for ading to the beft of his Capacity, let the ££fe£b 
•f his Counfel be what they would. 

To this he was told on the other Side, that Poli-^ 
ticks confided in the Knowledge of the different In* 
terefts of all the Governments in the World, the 
open and fecret Views of thofe that ^efided in their 
Councils, and the Manners of treating with them ;

If we ihould allow this to be juft and realbnable , 
ve may as well lay it down for a Maxim in Govern- 
menty that Mntfiers ef State aught to hfow mthing a$ 
mil tf Stati Jffaifs. 

How ftrange it woold have been in the G>fflnK>n«- 
wealth of Rme^ or in any of thoie of Greece^ to 
hear Men acknowied^ the Gondud: of tho& en-

^nofont^ and all theip G)unfeb pernicious and dc- 
ftruftive to the Republick, and* yet o^nly oppo& 
all thoie whd fhonld endeavour to bnng. them to 
Gondi^ Puniihment! 

I will imagine myfelf in the Midft of ibme great 
Ailemblyi fuppoie an Athenian or Shartan Senate, 
where the Condud of thoie in the Managemejit of 
the State Afi^rs ihould, with all Freedom, be dii^ 
cuiied ; and iuppoie the Commonwealth to be 
brought into Trouble and Diflreis by their Miima- 
nagement, without anv unlucky Accident which 
could be. laid to the Charge of Fortune or Provi- 
dence; andoneofthoiewhohadalwaysdiilinguiih'd 
himielf by adhering to the private.

I fay, who would believe all this, tho' it had 
been prov'd by the concurrent Teftimonies of a 
Dozen Witnefles, and known by fevcral Members 
of the Houfe of Commons ; and even made ifarongcr 
by the Evidence, of the Government's Papers too ; — 
for this Lord's Prefence at theft Meetings (like the

AVING read a Pamphlet the other 
Day, entitled. Remarks upon the Pw- 
ceeJ^wffs cf the Frcneh Courty I think 
it will DC neither impertinent nor 
unleafbnable to make a > few £x- 
tradbs from it, by which it will ap* 
jpear that where Enlargement of Dominion becomes 
the Policy of any Kation^ luch Nation will be ai 
more dangerous Friend than it can be an Enemy. 

The Writer I have now before me takes Kotice 
of the famous Treaty of the Fynmts^ made be- 
twixt France and SpMn^ which was cemented by the 
ilrongeft and moft facred Tie that coald be bought 
of, to make a per&fi: Union, no lefi than the A&r- 
riage of the King of France^ Lewis the tbtrteerah^ 
with the Infanta of Sfain -^^ but let us fee how 
faithfully it was kept. 

This Treaty was grounded jupon two Prelimina- 
ries, and the. Spaniards d&clavcd before-hand that 
unleis thofc two were granted hy France they would 

not confcnt to proceed in tlic faid Treaty. ^Thefc 

were, 

" That the Infantay upon her Marriage, fhould 
•* make a Rentmciation (confirmed and ratify'd by 
*• the King of France^ her Husband) of all her 
** Pretences, Titles and Claims whatlbever to the 
•* Spanijb Monarchy, the Reaibns being fet down 
** in the Draught of the faid Treaty ; left the Glory 
•* of the refpcdive Kingdoms fliould happen to 
** decay and be diminiib'd ^ if through the iaid 

^ ^ ««Mar- 
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'* MafHage they fhould come to be united and con- 
<* joined under one Head, which might occftfibn 
«* great Troubles and AfHidtions to the Subjct^:, 

The Second was ** That France fhould forfaka 
*' their Adherence to Portugal. 
■ It will not be to our prefent Purpofc to dwell 
much upon the firft of thefe Articles ; ^ i • • .■' , 
but as to the fecond Article, which rclatbs to 
Portugal^ we Ihall find the Spaniards had Reafi^n 
enough to complain. Which Article runs in thefe 
Words, •* - 

" His faid Majeft^ of France will intermeddle 
^* no farther in the faid Bufinefs, and doth promiie 
*< and oblijge himlelf upon his Honour, and upon 
** his Faith, and Word of a Kin^, both for him- 
<* ielf, and his Succeilbrs, not to give to any Perlbn 
•* qv Perlbns, of what Dignity, £ftate or Condi- 
^* tion whatfbever, either at prefent, or for the 
** future, any Help or Affifkmce, either publick or 
** private, diredtly or indired:ly , of Men, Arms, 
** Munition, Vi&ualling, VefTels, or Money, un- 
^< der any Pretence, or any other Thine whatfb* 
•• ever, by Land, or by Sca,« or in any otoer Man- 
<« ner.- As likewife not to fiiflkr any Levies 

^* to be made in any Part of his Kingdom, or Do- 
^* minions, or to grant a Paflagc to any that might 
** come from other Countries to the Kelief of the 
•* faid Kingdom of Portugal 

Kor can any imagine (fays this Author) more 
cautious and emcacious Words in a Treaty, to pre* 
vent a further Af&flance from France to Pprtngal^ 
which was the main Thing the Spaniards fought for 
by the Marriage ; yet as fbon as the Treaty was 
pen*d, and before the Infhument was fign*d, the 
vaoA eminent Cardinal Mazarine fent privately the 
Marquis of Chenes into Portugal^ to afTure the Portu^ 
gnefij that notwithftanding he could not avoid put- 
ting fucb Words into the Treaty, in order to the 

Con- 
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Omdufion of k» as did engage #r«M(« not lo ^nflBk 
tfaem ; however tfaer miglic left afliired his Mafter 
would never fedake tbem, but would coadnue 
tfaem his Affiftance as much as before the Treaty 
was made. 

Thus did they fiul tn every IV>int and Grcam- 
fiance of this Article, by tampering privately with 
the FfvfafMf/e and giving them underhand Awiran* 
ces, at tiK Time the Treaty was carrying on ; and 
at the Condufion of it. before the Bonfires that 
were made for Joy of the Peace were quite extiiH 
nUhedy an evident and <^>en Breach of the fiud 
Articie was discovered, by the Fmuh fending Aux- 
iliary Forces into PmiuggU^ under the Name of the 
Marcichal ^uremt: A Body of Troops, I £ty» 
were railed, and convey'd into Pvrt^gslf with Arm 
and Ammunition, as if Marefirbal ^mn m t ^ a Sub^ 
jeft, durft have done iuch a Thii^ without the Ao> 
thority Mid Gon(ent of the King and his Minifiers ; 
md what the ^mAvdif by their Ambai&kdor in 
Pmis^ mode a Complaint or thb Matter at Gonr^ 
they deluded him, hy ifliiing forth pubUck Orden 
to the Govemonrs of didr Sea Port Towns* that 
BO &>ldicrS) Arms^ Ammunition^ S^c. ihouldbeiuC- 

fer*d to be embark'd for Pmtugk But thofe Go- 

vcmouis nnderftood their private Inftrudions wdH 
cnoufh to let dKm pafi by Connivance. 

This is as palpable a fiieach of a Tieaty, as if the 
Fortificatioos of Dmtkhk had been repair'd, and 
when Comphdat ihould be made of it, it ihottl4 
be aniwer*d, that the Court was not privy to it» 
for it was dione by the InhabiiaQts of the Town, 
the King's Subjci^, without his Orders ; and when 
the King's Orders flMuld come to the Governors 
and Commandants to lee the Works demoUih'd 
again, they fhould receive them with {p*eat Shew of 
Obedience, yet comiive at the finii£ng the £ttd 
Worits. "?-* But we are not to be tremcd in this 

Maa- 
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Manner, while we have flich Minifters at the Head 
of our Af&irs. 

But to return to the Afiair of Portugal ; when the 
French found that their Behaviour in rclpeffc to Por-' 
fugaif could not be kept ft Secret, they at^ed openly 
in it ; and notwithftandine the Treaty with Spaing 
they entered into an ofiFenhve and defenfive League 
wiin Portugal^ againft all its Enemies whatfbevcr ; 
in which the French took fuch Care to provide for 
themfelves, that by Agreement they were to have 
all the Towns deliver'd into their Hands which 
ihould he taken from the Spaniards. 

The Truth of thefc Thmgs was not only mani- 
(cftcd in Fa£l:, but it was alio teftified by Letters 
which the Minii^ers of ^ain had intercepted ; that 
after the Peace made between the two Crowns, the 
Court of France had fomented the War of the Por^ 
fugue fe ; hinder *d them from accepting thole advan« 
tagious Conditions which Spain had offer'd them ; 
animating them by the Hope of mighty Succours; 
not only for their Defence, but alio for carrying 
on an offenfive War into the very Heart of Sfaht,--^ 
Among thelc Letters were many of luch as had 
been written by the French Minijfter Monfieur De 
Lyonne^ and the Archbilhopof ^wiiw», to Monfieur 
DeSchonbergy which proved the continual Correlpon- 
dence that was betwixt them for the Diredbion and 
carrying on that War. — It is known, that in 
the year 1672, the Duke of Beaitfort came with 
his whole Fleet upon the Coafts of Portugal^ where 
lie ftent a Part of the Summer, to lecurc a Paflage 
of rrovifion and Ammunition, whereof the Portu^ 
uefe were in extreme Want ; and this at tiie lame 
ime when they were offering S^aiii their Mediation 

to make an Accommodation with Portugal, Not 

to omit how one of the prime French Minilters, 
Monfieur Colbert^ privately mads Icveral Voyages 
thither, to encourage them, and contrad a more 

^ ftrid: 
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iriSt AXUmot withidiem, and to open the Way for 
bringing about a League offenfive, which feme 
tiine z&r was coiicltMled vrith the PofUtgaefi, 

At another Time, whlk Fr4ne$ was in Peace 
with Sptaiftj they fpiriced up a Rebellion in ^ify% 
and lent the Dulce of Cmfi with an Army to ^mk 
the Rebels. 

Fumc% enter*d into a Treaty with Swe^as^ ar>4 
■^oed to pay the Swida the Sum of fixteen hun- 
dred thouiand Crowns, but finding that Aliianoe 
iwt tp be fe beneficial as they eiq^eSed, thcRmchf 
by their Ambaflador, MonGeur STr^/ow, deckr'dthe 
Treaty to be void. 

When the Hou& of u^aJMa lookM too big fer it| 
}>ieighbours, ibmc of the Princes of Germany were 

Skid to accept of the Succours of Frmice^ who uiTt 
er Pretence of affifting theoi, feem'd willing to 
ihare thek Principalities; and wlule Ihe was in 
Alliance with ibme of th^ Princes, flie was en- 
deavouriiiff to weaken then) ; witnefs her Behaviour 
lo the Ty^t of Ikvobour^^ whom ike ^t upon at- 
temptir^to beek&ed Khic ot Pa/^tTi^, and havii^ 
Arawn him into an immenie Chat^e by that Means, 
then oppoifed him in the £le6)ion. 

The Policy of this Proceeding confined in re«- 
ckiciM the rover of the Gtrmmt Princes, who 
would certainly join theiofelves to the Empire, a& 
ibon as they netnmed to their Senibs, and bcnng 
thus weak<n'd beforeiMnd, would be the lefi abk 
to oppoie the Defignsof Franct, 

In the Dutch War, in the Reign of King Qcmrin 
the Second, Frmnet ofier'd their Succosir to EttgiMnd^ 
and ient a Squadron to join the Fleet of En^hmd^ 
and when we enter'd into an Engagement wtui the 
Ikttcby their Sqiaadron ftood otfTtnoiugh in S^h( 
all the while, and hinder'd us from gainii^ a com- 

fleat Vidbory . — ■ And it may be fitfucDed th«t

There- haye been Scatcfinen wb$^ have made Vfc 
of mint^erial Letters^ and other little low Artifices, 
to no rurpole but to dift:tift die Afttirs with which 
they were truftcd ; but this cannot be urged againft 
the French Minifters, and whatever they may be 
accufed of in refpedt to Juilice, I think that Blun^ 
deripgznd, Ignoranci^ha^ ieidom been laid to their 
Charge. 

Nor do I thipk it lhou*d be reproacb'd as a Crime 
upon a Frenfjaman^ when his Country is entering 
into Treaties and Allianceis with other Powers, that 
he makes Uie of all his Skill and Addrefs to 
draw them into Terms, which muft give his Country 
the Advantage over them ; for this is^ certainly the 
Duty of every Man of Honour> who has fiich a 
TnArepolcd in him.— —For a Fellow who is 
but Half Krmving^ and not Half Honejty in every 
Publick Tranfadion only enquires how tar it will 

afFed: his own private Intereft. If this Point be 

ain'd, or that given up, which will brine moft 

rift to the Mill '9 which add the grcateft Advan* 

tagcs 
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Uga to Ut Family ; which contribute moll to hh 
new Eftablifiunent in Power, and by that he is de- 

tennined. But it is impoflible ttiat a Marion ib 

(cmd fhould ever gain Advantages by Treaties or 
Alliances with other States. 

frmct has Icldom gain'd juiy Advantages over 
us by open War, and I wiiOi Oic may never be 
able to do it by Alliances : But now I am upon 
this Subjed, I cannot forbear concluding with a 
few Lines of our Poet Sbakejptar, tho' tfiey may 
bear no AUuHon to the prelent Times.

Bat who could OMicain himftlf, I iaf , who coaU 
tbnd by to fte Folly and Knavery tnumoh in the 
Rdn of States and the Deftruftion ci Mankind, 
and yet be fiknt? What Kind of Indignation nuift 
it not raife in the Breaft of a jR^aMM, to oanfider 
that this State ihould remain unhurt againft the 
Actempuof the Fmeiumtf Fhrmimt^ and the other 
Sutes which iurround it, and be broijdit into this 
contemptible Sdtuation, by its wor& Enemies, the 
Gfchms^ a mean, low, dd^icable Bace of Men; 
the Head of them all, the GmlhiMl himfelf, the 
other Day, poor and oopre&'d with Debts, of a 
broken Fortune, and moft tttan R^athm 

But, yoQ will ask me, perfaafi, how ftiould this 
come to pais. «-^- Has not lUfMs, at all Times, been 
famous for Men of Senle, and particularly for great 
Politicians ? To which I aafwtr, that we have had 
no Beafoo to complain of Providence that Way, 
and that even at this Time our Climate produces 
Men of as good Underftandiugs as ever, nay, C^cm 
fbund ibme iuch in our Afiairs at the Time he firft 
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4: A Cant much ufedht amthet Gnmtiy^ wbiU ivet^ 
^hing was^^lng to (Tnck* 
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ftcpM into that great Power, but he took Gsre to 
eet rid of them as fiift as he coQ*d. He dealt hy 
%cm as Gameffcers who play at Omhi do by ibme 
of tfic high Orrds ; tho* they make up Part of iIkj 
Ficky yet a.^ foon as ever the Game begins they are 

thrown out as ufele^. Thus, I fay, did Ofcia 

behave towards every Thing which he fe much as 
fuipefted to have a Qenios £br Afitrs; he might 
find fpnie of them in the Pack, bat when he entntd 
npon Bufinefs as a Mintfter, when he began his 
Game, (his Tricks I ihould have laid) ne dii^ 
carded them every Man. 

You muft know that Gfcra was one of litoie 
profound Statefmcn who know nothinig^ at all of 
State A&irs, fo that he tho\^;fat it his Intercft to 
brii^ none into Bufineis but fiich as ihouM be moi^ 
ignorant than hitn&lf, which, by the by, was no 
cafy Matter for him to find. -—You muft have ob- 
f^rved, in Men fsShwOtnms and IHth F^nrts^ a mean, 
lelfifli Cunning, which inftruds them to center 

every Thing in their owii private Intereft. This 

• was the true Ciiarader otCrfcM, While he em- 
ploy 'd iuch Men, he fancy M if any thing went well 
the Reputation of it would be all his own, ifiH, 
the Diigrace would naturally fall tipoo his Tools; 
bcfides, he was rid of the Apprehenfions that any 
of thefe might have Art enough to undermine him 
in his Power, (the Thing in the World he dreaded 
mofl) and indeed a Man may count upon it that his 
Creatures will fland by him right or wrong, when 
they happen to be fiich Perfbns as no other Mini* 
fter in the World would employ. 

But Cofcia had the good Fortune to find PeHons 
of this Charader in his^own Family, of his own 
Flefh and Blood, ahnofl fufiicient to fill half the 
great Employments of the Government, that is to 
Ufy as he managed it, for he heaped Offices upon 
them, two or three to every one, and indeed mofl: 

tz of 
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of theic Gentlemen^ (in the opinion of the WorM) 
were as well qualined to difcharge Twenty as 

One. In fhort, the Qucftion was not, whether 

Rome wanted a Man ofAddrefs to execute lome 
important Commiffions in a' foreien Courts or a Per- 
ion of Honour and Skill to di^hai^ fomc Oi&ce 
at Home, but a Gfda mutt be provided for and made 
great at our Expence, fo that I have often thought, 
nay and laid it too, that Rome^ in Qtfcias Tmie, 
flood betwixt Knave and Fool, like ibme poor P^i- 
eni bet\bixt Do&or and Apothecary ; tho* they 
neither knew her Difeaie, nor how to apply a Cure, 
they knew very well how to keep her in then: Hands, 
and fleece her of her Money. 

In the Condud; of all A£nirs he vras govem'd by 
one and the fame Rule, for he was of Opini(Hi that a 
Kationonce rich could never be poor, and that the 
Wealth of the People ought to be employed in redd- 
lying and making good the Blunders and Mifbakes of 
t neir Minifters and Servants ; and if he had continued a 
little longer in Bufinefs, I expefted to have icen new 
Taxes rais*d,and a JiiifkefhiDliihed for that Purpofe, 
under the Name and Title of the Bli;no£rinc 
Fund, which, let me tell you, would have requir- 

' ed very large Sums for its conftant Support, con(i« 
dering what an Itch the Cofcians were feix'd with for 
Treaty and Negotiation. 

Thus Qfcia went on doing all Bufinefs, whether 
War or Peace, or Alliances with the neighbouring 
States, onlyby the Argument of Money \ he was like

As for my Part, you need not doubt but I had my 
Jeft upon them as well as (bme other Perions, and 
It was plea&nt enoujgh to hear what wiie Re- 
fleftions fbme of their Sycophants made upon u» 
■■ If^e cJmncured agamfi ibe Coicians einfy becamfo

To how low a Condiuon of Senfe muft a Nation

. iufier their Thoughts to be totally engaged about

and indeed, in all Conditions and Qrcumftances of 
Life, the Ftdkrs are thoie, mti nutfm Conaiu l^ds 
agunty iott l^hil aguniy who do Nothing at all, with 
a great Shew of Bufineis ; and tho* we ihall often 
lee Men of this filly Turn and Charadxr 9&€t 
great Names and Titles, and write themielvesTre^- 
fwttfSy StcrttmitSy PknipaientiarkSf and Jmbagadtrs^ 
yet the whole World can lee, at the &ine Time, 
that ih^ are ha mere FUlers, 

And this Definition agrees exa&ly with the No- 
tion of the common Peoj^e ; for whenever they ob^ 
lerve-a bufy Fellow thnming him&lf headlong into 
fome Afiairsof which he is totally ignorant, or do- 
ing Nothing with a great deal of Fracas^ they very 
pertinently term fuch a Man, sfitUhig Felhw, 

And now, methinks, I can account for an odd 
Thing which I once read ki an old Play, before the 
firft Scene of which was written, Enter a Khtg witb 
two Ftdkrs f 1 make no Doubt but a modern Au- 
thor who was ignorant of the Proprieties, would 
have (aid, Enter a Kirifr ^Bhb ftvo of his Mitiiflers^ 
which in my poor Opinion would have been a great 
Ablurdity, and which one of the Antients would 
not have been euilty of ; for if theie Pcrfbns were 
more like Fyiufrs than Statefm^n, that was not a 
Fault of the Poet's, and he Ihew'd his Judgment 
te keeping to the Truth of the Terms,

Mbr am I forbear thinking that the Hints here 
civen flMy teach us to correct ieveral Errors which 
Eire crept into Hiftorjr j either thrd* the Negljjgcncc 
«F the Hifloriam, who have not been well inform'd 
of the Chara^ers of the Persons of whom they 
trrotey 6r thffO* i^kdt Ignorance of the Terms ; and 
therefore in 4bme particular Places in our EngUp 
Hiftory^ wiiidi ha/ft beenfranlinitted down to us in 
no rcpf Mhwitxgcous Light, where we read that 
liich or iudi an A&tr was broughr, or argued be- 
fere fihe King and hisComtdl, 1 humbly conceive 
k Ihould be ^orreifted thus. That fiich or fach a 
ThiAjr was ai^ued before lije fSng and hh Fidlers ; 
and to where yft reed, that iuch an £di^ or an 
Ameft was iflued out by tbe King and 'GftmcVy it 
would be a more proper Reading, that iuch an 
Sdid or «i Arreil was ifiued out ^ the King and hh 
Fidkts in Councily and io of o*hcr TUngs,— — but 
I ftiall ad in this as in orher Points, that is, I 
fiiall fUhmic to the Opinions of more able Cnticks. 

If the Authority of the lV)ets could have any 
Weight in a CKhidiSn upon Hiitory, I could fup« 
port my Opinion whh ibme Examples ; I remember 
Co have teen a Play in France^ where the Poet has 
introduc'd the Soene of « ^^ fitting in Council, 
fiis Mojefty is ibated under 4iOnopy, his CounfeU 
tors rang'd of each Side, a FtdHt lying upon the 
Council Board. — - When they begin to enter 
upon Budncffi, one -of theie wife Counic*)lors takes 
np tHie'Inftrument and begins to fiddky upon which 
hts Brethren all Jo<^ wiie, and beat Time ; but the 
King himielf, not perfedbly pleas'd with this 
Overture, riles Up, and in the S€21e of a Monarchiays, 
Give Us the Fiddky IVt Onrfilvef willfla^. ' 

Here the Poet meant to Ihew in what a trifling 
Manner the BuiineG of IQations has been ibmecimes 
carried on, and what a Padt o^fiilmg Ftilows have 
often prejidtd in the very Councils of Kmgs,

But to retarn from whence we digrefi'iL 
The Man who would criticUe Htftoiy muft have a 

freat Regard to the Times and Countries .whoi^ 
iiftory he is reading, otherwile he will commie 
freater Errors, than he attempts to reform ; foe 
Ixample, if the Haman Hiftorv nils under his Exa^ 
mination, he will find that tne Perfons employ'd 
in the Service of the Commonwealth muft be ftiled^ 
DiBatarSt GpnfuiSi Prdtors^ Ediks^ ^ribmeSf Cenfitsi 
and the like, becau(e he will be convinced, upon 
examining their Anions, that there was not one 
Fidltr amongft them, at leaft, for the firft four or 

five Ages of the Commonwealth. Indeed after 

their Change of Government, when their Liberties 
were loft, the Ca& was quite otherwiie, for Kero 
himielf was but a FhUetf and fo were all the Mem-^ 
bers of his Right Honourable and ri^ht-Uundering 
Privy Council {Seneca excepted.) 

In like Manner, if our Critick iliotdd infoeft the 
Englijb Hiftory, he will certainly be of Opinion, 
that the great 0£Ecers of the State in the Reigns of 
Harry IV. Hifrry V. Harry VII. Qye^n Elizabeth^ 
and fbme others, cannot with any Propri^ny of 
Speech be termM FiMtrs ; but in fome other Reigns 
he will find it quite otherwiie ; however, he muft 
{;overn himielf in this material- Point by the Adicm^ 
«vhich he fees recorded of them in Hiftory, which 
will teach him to avoid all Miftakes :— But there 
is one Thing I would warn him of, and that b, if 
fiich an Author fhould chance to flourifti in fome 
fixture Period, when there ihould not be fiicb able 
Minifters at the Helm as we now are blefs'd with, 
that he do not prefiime to meddle with the Hiftory 
of his own Times, left by Prejudice or Partiality 
be ihould be mifled to afSgn wrbng Names to Perfons 
and Things^ and term fome Men Aiinifters of State, 
who, in e&£b, ihall be no more than mofi ^vreUbeH 
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
